1.0ND0N,  Dec  14,— Dlapatcheg  from 
areeoe  to  the  London  momtng  ncwa- 
papers  add  to  the  mystery  surrounding 
the  next  move  of  the  Central  P6wers. 
Correspondents  of  The  Times,  both  In 
Salonica  and  In  Athens,  and  The  Morn- 
ing Post's  oorreepondent  suggest  that 
the  Bulgarians  will  be  In  the  vanguard 
of  thd  Teutonic  advance  toward  Sa- 
lonica. 

"All  pretended  German  guarantees, 
aaya  The  Morning  Poefs  Athena  cor- 
reapondent,  "are  mere  ^edatlves.  Intend- 
ed to  induce  Greek  public  opinion  to 
take  the  bitter  dose  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible." 

The  correspondent  adds  that  there  is 
a  rumor  In  circulation  that  (Sermana 
are  preparing  to  clothe  the  Bulgarians 
In  German  unlforma  so  that  Greece 
cannot  object  to  their  entrance. 

The  Tlmea'  Athens  correspondent 
say  a: 

"During  the  laat  few  days  the  Bul- 
garians have  been  filling  gaps  In  their 
ranks  and  occupying  ponttlona  all  along 
their  front.  Struntinltxa,  where  the 
Bulgara  are  anaembllng  ull  their  storea, 
will  be  the  baae  from  which  the  army 
Will  attack  the  Rntente  Allies.

PARIH,  Dec  23.— A  dlapatch  to  Hhe 
Havaa  Agency  from  Athene  which  waa 
delayed  In  traosmlselon.  glvea  an  offi- 
cial account  of  the  receat  fighting  be- 
tween Bulgarians  and  Greeka  at  Ko> 
rltala. 

"The  oAfcial  aeoount."  declaree  the 
correspondent,  "aaya  that  a  Bulgarian 
detaduneat  crossed  the  frontier  under 
the  pretext  of  pursuing  a  small  Serbian 
force.  A  Greek  detachment  guarding  the 
frontier  Interfered,  and  after  a  flerca 
engagement,  lasting  three  hours,  the 
Bulgarians,  who  had  lost  heavily,  re- 
treated. 

"The  Greek  Government  made  repre- 
aentationa  to  the  Bulgarian  and  German 
that  the  Bulgarian  officer  responsible 
for  the  Incident  would  be  pnniahed."

iUr  Jiobert's  address' dealt  mainly 
witli  relations  between  the  i;nlteU

Ittea  ;  In  organiilng  the  'military  ser- 
vlcca  to  an  extent  that  would^  meet  the 
neoeaaitleit,  and  the  considerations 
which  lad  the  Oovernment.

"I  have  boon  fortunate  enoush  at  thia 
critical  tlma  of  tlio  Groek  son«ral  eU-c- 
ttona  to  bava  an  interview  Hrfth  Premier 
and  Forelsn  Mlnlater  BkoudoullM.  The 
Prime  Mlnlater  had  juat  come  from  the 
palace,  wtaera  be  had  an  audience  with 
tha  Klav.  who.  for  the  aecond  time  In 
a  few  montha.  haa  be«a  laid  low  with 
Ulneaa.  M.  Skouloudla  apoke  with  the 
air  of  a  man  who  baa  carried  out  a 
braro  flsbt,  almoot  aa  oma  who  had  fur 
a  tlma  found  ihe  atrussla  beyond  hia 
powera  There  waa  a  trace  of  emotion 
In  hia  voice  aa  he  apoke. 

"We  are  at  the  moat  critical  moment 
tn  our  hlatory."  he  aaid.  "The  moment 
la.  alaa,  trarlc  and  the  future  la  aa 
black  aa  nlsht.  The  time  la  come. when 
the  truth  ahould  be  known,  when  the 
Britlah  ahould  have  an  opportunity  of 
fofmins  an  unbiaaed  Judttmcnt  roncem- 
Injr  Greece's  attitude  and  Ui-ecoe'M  pol- 
icy. 

"My  country  baa  been  maligned,  her 
goventment  haa  been  attacked,  yet  X 
aay.  In  all  Hlncerity,  the  fault  Ut  not 
ours.  We  have  tried  to  play  the  same, 
aa  you  Kngliab  aay,  and  If  ,wc  have 
f^llad,  I  ^  maintain  It  la  the  four-power 
Alliance,  not  we,  who  are  responalble. 
In  my  own  way,  aa  bead  of  the  gov- 
ernment, I  have  earnestly  sought  to 
see  eye  to  eye  with  the  four  powem' 
JCntentou 

"If  Greece  1>  not  flghtlng  whole- 
heartedly on  your  aide  today  It  la  be- 
cause your  titatesmen  and  your  diplo- 
mats— I  am  speaking  In  guiieral  terms 
of  the  Quadruple  Powers — have  failed 
In  their  duty  toward  their  respective 
countHea  and   toward   Greece. 

"Wholly  and  dUlnterestedly.  I  endea- 
vored to  avoid  a  conflict  In  Macedonia. 
I  aought  to  prevent  poor  Macedonia  be- 
ing given  over  afreah  to  the  horrors 
of  war,  being  visited  wlih  lire  and 
aword.  being  pillaged,  perhaps.^  and 
sacked.  My  poor  country!  Oh  that  I 
could  save  her  from  this  era  of  blood 
and  rapine!" 

Overcome  with  the  thought  of  which 
he  apoke,  the  aged  statesman  bowed 
his  bead  on  his  hands,  and  was  silent 
for  a  few  minutes.  Then  he  spoke 
again: 

"The  Allies  have  flouted  and  angered 
Greece  instead  of  placating  us.  Instead 
of  dealing  with  us  frankly  they  have 
coquetted  with  Bulgaria,  while  treating 
us  disdainfully.  The  result  is  that  the 
Allies   have  fallen   between  two   stools. 

"The  errors  of  the  Allied  Powers'  di- 
plomacy have  been  many.  They  have 
suffTer^Dd  from  the  folly  of  divided  coun- 
sels, and  now  there  is  an  attempt  to 
throw  the  blame  upon  Greece. 
WouM  Save  Aaatatod 

"If  the  Allies  had  come  frankly  to 
Greece  and  her  Premier;  If  they  had 
said  'Come  In  with  us,  we  want  your 
aid,  and  you  may  count  on  clearly  de- 
nned recompense  at  the  end  of  the 
struggle'— Greece,  I  adtrm,  would  not 
have  heaiuted  for  a  single  moment 
With  this  or  any  other  government  In 
power.  Instead  of  this,  Britain  and 
France  began  by  demanding  sacrifices 
from  Greece.  We  were  asked  to  co-op- 
erate with  the  Allies  In  the  Dardanelles, 
and  at  the  same  time  were  nsked  to 
relinquished  Kuvella  and  Seres  to  our 
bitterest  foes:  to  give  up.  In  fact,  those 
of  oyr  richest  provinces  whtoh  had 
been  won  by  Greek  blood.  We  were 
free  to  shed  our  blood  In  an  attempt  to 
force  the  Dardanelles,  but  we  were 
warned  that  on  no  occasion  were  we 
to  dream  of  marching  to  Constantinople 
In  the  event  of  Allied  succesa.  In  fact, 
In  deference,  no  doubt,  to  Russia,  it 
was  expressly  forbidden  that,  in  the 
event  of  our  succesr:,  for  the  Greeks  to 
show  their  national  flag  within  fifty 
miles  of  the  ancient  Bysantlne  capital. 

"After  all,  Greece,  too.  r.ourlshes  her 
national  dreams  and  ambitions,  and  if 
our  eyes  turn  from  time  lo  time  east- 
ward, who  ahall  say  this  aspiration  is 
an  unworthy  one  because  It  emanates 
from  Greek  hcasts?  Let  me  aay,  fur- 
ther, much  as  we  have  felt  the  bitter- 
ness of  the  treatment  accorded  us,  we 
have  striven  to  forget  the  Indignities 
heaped  upon  us.  and  throughout  the 
whole  wretched  business  our  sentiments 
have  ever  been  on  the  side  of  the  .,V1- 
lles.  We  have  not  forgotten  the  Bn|g- 
land  of  yesterday.  We  havo  not  forgot- 
ten Gladstonje  and  his  noble  labors  In 
the  cause  of  Greek   freedom. 

"Our  culture  today  la  larirely  of  the 
Occident.  Our  thoughts  more  often 
turn  toward  Kngland  and  France  than 
Germany.  The  concrete,  scientific 
achievements  of  the  latter  have  not 
been  lost  upon  us.  but  where  la  the 
Greek  heart  that  forgets  the  lard  that 
gave  us  Byron?  Tou  have  bullied  ua: 
we  have  simply  turned  the  other  cheek 
uncomplainingly.  We  honestly  aought 
to  aid  you  and  proffered  you  aid,  wMch 
you  rejected. 

Sardaaanafl    aa»a«ltto> 

"In  proof  of  what  1  say.  I  will  tell 
you  something  not  generally  known. 
When  you  embarked  on  the  Dardanelles 
expedition,  we  warned  you  of  its  diffi- 
cultiea  and  dangers.  We  emphasised 
the  Improb&bllltf  of  success  on  the  lines 
you  had  chosen.  We  did  more;  the 
Greek  general  staff  long  ago  had 
worked  out  a  perfect  scheme  of  oper- 
ation to  be  uUllsed  in  the  e%'ent  of  war 
t>etween  ourselves  and  Turkey.  We 
•till  believe  you  would  have  aucceeded 
li'  you  had  been  wise  enough  to  have 
adopted  it  What  came  of  It?  Nothing. 
Once   more   Greece  waa  flouted. 

"Bttoh  has  been  our  reward.  We  have 
tK«n  grossly  misunderstood  and  mis- 
judged. I  think  It  right  that  the  peo- 
ple of  England  should  know  something 
of  thia  Because  we  saw  no  other  rea- 
sonable choice,  the  Alliaa  Ignored  and 
humiliated  us.  We  have  almost  be«n 
goaded    Into   hoetilltlcs  against    you. 

"l^et  us  take  the  expedition  to  8a- 
lontca.  Whether  Greece  Invited  the 
Allies  to  come  there  or  not  t«  now  tw- 
•Ide  the  qoastlon.  To*  are  in  po— a- 
•ton.  and  I  roafntoln  that  this  Oov- 
•mment.  la  llatentng  to  and  accepting 
the  evar-growing  demanda  of  th«  AlUaa* 
army  of  occupation,  has  goaa  to  the 
extrena  Ualt  af  rrtoatfablp  eonpatable 
wtth  —twiMty.

the  Entente  MInUters  came  here  and 
Insolently  told  me  th»  Government  had 
broken  promtaes  made  by  our  King.  It 
was  untrue,  and  I  felt  this  lansruaae 
waa  an  Insult.  I  told  htm  so,  and  flung 
his  written  protest  back.  Further,  my 
Indignation  went  to  the  lenath  of  com- 
munlcatinK  officially  with  BIr  Edward 
Grey  and  U.  Briand,  telllne  them  In 
plain,  undiplomatic  lanfuase  my  opin- 
ion of  the  protest. 

"Greece's  friendship  has  been  repaid 
In  a  singular  way.  An  embargo  hae 
been  laid  on  our  commerce,  and  our 
ships  hare  be«>n  held  up.  A  people 
friendly  to  the  Entente  has  been  within 
an  ace  of  being  starved  for  want  of 
bread.  Our  cable  communication,  too, 
has  been  suppressed.  In  saying  all  this, 
I  am  simply  attempting  to  furnish  the 
Lilberals  of  England  and  the  English 
people  with  what  I  consider  an  un- 
biased, dispassionate  resume  of  the 
Ureek   case  against   the   Allies. 

"I  say  again,  with  all  emphasis,  that 
If  Greece  Is  not  today  valiantly  fight- 
ing by  your  side  for  the  preservation  of 
high  Ideals  which  are  as  ^ear  to  the 
Greek  as  they  are  to  Frenchmen  vr 
Kngllshmcn.  the  fault  Is  ndt  ours.  It  Is 
yours. 

"We  come  now  to  today.  Our  aid  was 
rpumed;  nevertheless,  we  have  given 
freely.  We  have  done  our  utmost  for 
you  and  your  cause.  That  la  to  say,  the 
utmost  you  In  your  blustering,  high- 
hr.ndSd  and  haughty  way  would  permit 
US  to  do.  Now  we  are  faced  by  a  Htill 
more  terrible  problem.  How  are  we  to 
stop  our  land  from  being  deluged  with 
blood?  One  set  of  be1U««rents  is  there. 
and  a  second  sft  It  to  come.  Strictly. 
they  have  a  |>erfect  right  to  do  so,  since 
the  Allies  have  been  allowed  to  enter. 
The  Austro-Oermans  msy  tring  thdr 
olliea.  the  Bulgarians — what  can  we  do? 
How  can  we  prevent  (he  Ingress  of  an 
enemy  who,  already  successful  In  Mace- 
donia, has  an  eye  on  Kavala  and  Seres? 
m»9*  for  »sm«sart— 

•^'e  are  hoping  for  gnarantees  for 
retrocesaion  after  the  war  of  the  occu- 
pied territory.  We  are  under  no  de- 
lusions. Paper  guarantees  are  at  a  dis- 
count nowadays.  How  can  we  mfk« 
«ar  on  Germany  and  Austria  and  two 
Balkan  powers,  all  to  oppose  the  pas- 
sage of  the  Bui  gars?  We  stand  every 
chance  of  being  overwhelmed.  Our 
enemies  will  be  on  top  of  us.  becanw. 
while  our  determination  to  resist  inva- 
sion by  the  Bulgars  remains  unaltered, 
our  power  of  offensive  taoe  been  weak 
«>ned  thrwngh  our  army,  at  tke  request 
of  the  Allies,  having  modified  its  hold 
on  certain  strategic  positions  essential 
to  the  succceeftil  conduct  of  a  raaB- 
palim.

-mionii'-  t4M  -Wastarn-aiaa.  Iha-  It'rannb 
right  opsratlag  at  Harunahn'a-Wallar- 
kopt  continues  to  make  progress,  not- 
withstanding a  claim  made  from  Berlin 
that  a  part  of  the  line  taken  by  our 
Ally  has  been  recaptured.  We  are  un- 
able to  locate  this  position  on  any  map 
in  our  possession,  but  think  it  is  a 
little  south  of  the  southern  boundary 
of  lA>rrair.*.  No  definite  reports  as  to 
results  were  received  from  any  other 
points  In  the  W^st  yesterday, 

On  the  whole  the  dispatches  racelved 
yesterday  after  The  Colonist  went  to 
press  contained  very  little  news  In  re- 
gard to  the  war  except  what  haa ''been 
stated  above.  The  reported  successful 
bombardment  of  Varna  has  not  >aea 
oonflrmad,  and  tha  suggestion  is  now 
made  that  the  attack  on  the  Bulgarian 
(■eiiport  was  not  carried  on  by  a  power- 
ful squadron,  but  was  rather  in  tha 
nature  of  a  reconnalsance  preliminary 
to  the  arrival  of  the  main  fle$t.  Tha 
veil  of  secrecy  is  so  closely  drawn  over 
events  in  the  Near  Bast  that  It  Is  impos- 
sible to.  learn  what  has  actually  taken 
place  tbara. 

Bulgaria  has  apologised  to  Greece  for 
the  violation  of  her  frontier  by  an 
armed  force,  but  i>ayond'  thin  there  are 
no  reports  of  new  developments  in  the 
Balkans.  There  was  no  news  from 
other   points. 


We  read  the  following  In  The  Chris- 
tian Science  Monitor: 

Tha  VIetorIa  Board  of  Trade  bis  re- 
cently baen  Inquiring  into  the  needs  of 
aarloulture  on  the  Island  of  Vancouver, 
an  well  aa  throughout  tba.  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  and  it  has  reached 
the  decision  tliat  a  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, under  a  Minister  who  will  de- 
vote his  entire  attention  to  Its  adminis- 
tration, is  a  prime  pecassity.  Tha  con- 
ditions previilent  in  the  last  sixteen 
months  have  made  It  desirable  that 
many  formerly  in  other  occupations 
should  turn  to  the  soli.  As  a  conse- 
quanca,  agriculture  la  ttacominc  more 
and  mora  Imporunt  lif  tha  Province 
and  in  need  of  corresponding  attentlou. 
British  Columbia  in  the  past  gave  its 
most  serious  attention  to  mining  and 
lumbering.  These  conthtua,  of  course, 
and  will  indefinitely  continue  to  ba  im- 
portant industries,  but  the  building  up 
of  manufactories  and  the  consequent 
attraction  of  a  laboring  '  population  to 
the  towns  and  cities  will  demand  great- 
er soil  production  from  year  to  year. 
It  Is  the  turning  to  manufacture  In  re- 
cent months  that  has  contributed  per- 
haps more  than  all  other  causes  to  the 
'  creation  of  a  new  and  very  lively  in- 
terest  in  agricultural   development. 

Vancouver  Island,  the  climate  of 
which  closely  resembles  tbat  of 
Great  BrlUin,  is  peculiarly  favor- 
able to  tha  production  of  wheat, 
oiits, .  barley,  rye,  and  all  kinds 
of.  yegftablsw  and  fruits.  _With  tha^ad- 
vancement  that  has  taken  place  recent- 
ly In  knowledge  of  soils,  fertilisation, 
sreds,  culture,  .iiirl  so  on.  it  Is  seen  by 
those  who  have  given  the  subject 
tlwught  that  the  yield  of  the  Island 
In  agricultural  products  can  be  greatly 
increased.  For  this  reason,  the  Gov- 
ernment is  urged  to  give  special  atten- 
tion to  its  sgricultursl  department,  and 
the  probabilities  are  that  the  request 
will  ba  granted. 

Wa  are  very  glad  to  see  that  the  ef- 
forts of  tbs  Board  of  Trade  and  those 
associated  with  It  in  the  movement  re- 
ferred to  In  the  quotation  have  received 
the  wide  publicity  afforded  by  Tha  Mon- 
itor's editorial  page.  Many  ,  thousaiids 
of  people  will  hava  their  attention  di- 
rected in  a  peculiarly  interesting  man- 
ner to  the  capabllltlas  of  tbla  highly 
favored  Island-

We  do  not  see  why  anyone  should 
say.  as  a  contemporary  does,  that  a 
coalition  government  in  Canada  is  Im- 
possible: but  we  can  see  any  number 
or  reasons  for  thinking  that  one  Is 
wholly  unnecessary.  There  can  be  only 
on«  pnllcy  for  Canada  at  this  time,  and 
that  Is.  to  "fight  the  good  fight  with 
all  our  inighl."  If  mistakes  a(a  made 
b"  those  in  authority,  and  it  con  hard- 
ly be  otherwise,  it  la  t!he  duty  of  the 
friends,  as  well  as  of  the  opponents  of 
the  Government  to  point  them  out.  But 
It  is  one  thing  to  try  to  correct  errors 
of  judgment  and  quite  another  to  at- 
tempt to  turn  Ihem  to  party  advantage.

A  «l|s- 
patch  from  Amsterdam  gives  what  is 
alleged  to  be  one  from  Berlin,  In  which 
It  Is  said  I  that  "women  are  crying  for 
work,  bread,  peace  anC  the  restoration 
of  their  sons."  It  also  states  that  tha 
residence  of  tha  Char.cellor  is  closely 
guaVded.  •  New  -regulations  promulgated 
in  Vienna  Indicate  that  the  shortage  of 
flour  la  becoming  serious  in  Austria- 
Hungary.  -  Ifwhat-lB  toU-  from  Barltn 
Is  true  and  the  women  are  making  the 
demands  attributed  to  them,  a  move- 
ment has  sUrted  that  may  pi'ove  mora 
disastrous  to  Prussian  militarism  than 
defeat  in  tha  field.  Tlie  demand  for 
peace  can  be  met,  and  when  it  has  been 
bread  and  work  will  follov/'  In  due 
course,  but  cry  they  ever  so  loudly  their 
sons,  who  have  fallen  on  the  battlefleld, 
can  never  be  restored.

Indeed,  it  some- 
times seems  as  If  the  average  Ameri- 
can and  tha  race  of  American  editorial 
writers  could  bcymoved  only  by  senti- 
ment— and  not  honest  sentiment  at 
that,  but  something  arranged  to  fit 
their  peculiarly  Insular  prejudices  and 
Ignorance  of  actual  European  eondi- 
tlonn.  Don't  fancy  that  I  am  pro-this 
or  pro-that,  but  I  do  stsnd  for  such  a 
thing  as  fair  play  and  honest  statement 
of  facta— not  only  material  happenings, 
but  facts  of  temperament  and  Inten- 
tion."

That  tfie  British  nation  has  suffered 
Crom  a  want  of  appreciation  of  th« 
strsnsth  of  her  enemies,  and  from  lack 
of  bustneas  administration  In  tha  con- 
duct of  war.  was  expressed  before  the 
meetinc  of  the  Rotary  Club  y*attri»y 
by  14eut-Col.  Lome  Ross.  It  had  been 
suted  that  the  nation  waa  now  pass- 
Ins  tbrourh  the  darkest  hour  of  Its  his- 
tory. The  King  in  his  recent  appeal 
had  cbaraoterlscd  the  situation  as  a 
"vravc  moment  In  the  strumrle  between 
niy  people  and  a  highly  orsanlsed 
•nemy."  The  lime  bad  arrived  for  plain 
consideration  of  the  true  conditions, 
thought  Col.  Rosa.  This  war  was  des- 
tined to  be  of  long  duration,  and  tre- 
mendous sacrlfloes  must  be  made  before 
a  successful  conehislon  could  be 
reached. 

Oermany  was  now  holding  Belgium 
and  the  Industrial  portion  of  France, 
had  occupied  Poland,  and  overrun  Ser- 
bia. She  had  opened  the  wgy  to  Meso- 
potamia with  no  appreciable  diminution 
erf  her  tremendous  strength,  sals  the 
speaker.  Ifilitarisra  had  made  Oermany 
strong.  Kor  over  thirty  years  It  had 
been  treated  from  a  business  standpoint. 
The  recent  military  expenditures  In  all 
countries  had  been  areat.  but  the  Qer- 
man  expenditure  had  been  made  under 
organlsad  efllclency.  This  had  been  no 
obstacle  to  her  civilisation.  National 
revenue  had  trebled  since  1870;  i>opula- 
tlon  had  Increased  from  40  to  6S  roil- 
lions,  and  commerce  flve-fold.  Art. 
philosophy,  and  the  applied  sciences  had 
alao  made  tremendous  strides.  Univer- 
sal service  had  been  the  highest  ex- 
pression of  patriotism,  producing  a  phy- 
sically flt  Individual  who  was  a  uare- 
xul    and    u sef ul  cttiiien.     The  eincleney 
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of  the  Oerman  war  machine  ha(}  made 
possible  the  mobtllxatlon  of  5,000.000 
men   in   seven   days.  h. 

Financially,  she  could  maintain  her 
fighting  strength  until  1920.  Being  In 
control  of  the  greatest  Iron  and  coal 
deposits  on  the  continent,  and  a  huge 
capacity  for  production,  her  armament 
was  practically  Inexlikustlble.  With 
S.SOO.OOO  acres  under  Intensive  cultiva- 
tion coupled  with  Ingrained  frugality. 
no  want  for  food  was  likely.  As  to 
men,  she  jiad  10,000,080  availatac.  The 
fact  that  she  had  leen  able  to  gal- 
vanize Austro-Hungary  Into  a  powerful 
fighting  force,  make  of  the  Turk  one 
of  the  finest  flghting  men  In  the  war. 
and  revived  bankrupt  Bulgaria  for  use 
in  the  Balkans,  did  not  argue  financial 
debility.  This,  briefly,  was  an  esti- 
mate ot  the  enemy. 

X«ok  of  Mnalttona 

Assuredly  nothing  was  to  be  gained, 
said  Col.  Ross,  by  closing  our  eyes  to 
the  facts.  "Let  us  face  the  conditlonH 
frankly,  they  are  grave  enough  to  war- 
rant sertou;4  consideration."  When  war 
was  declared  the  Navy  was  prepared. 
It  had  done  its  part.  The  available 
strcntf^h  of  the.Army  had  been  thrown 
Into  France  wltfca  feeling  of  over-con- 
rtdence.  The  Blo|»n  had  been  "On  to 
Berlin,"  with  positive  lack  of  apprecia- 
tion of  the  enemy's  strength.  Ammuni- 
tion had  been  hopelessly  deflcient.  Mis- 
takes had  without  question  been  made 
at  the  front,  but  profit  must  be  mado 
from  the  experience.  The  weak  places 
must   be   strengthened. 

Col.  Ross  emphasised  the  necessity  of 
viewing  the  conduct  of  the  war  from 
the  point  of  a  great  business  organis- 
ation. All  that  waa  dead  wood  must 
be  elltninated.  It  was  Impossible  to 
bring  about  victory  by  the  application 
of  precedent,  for  no  precedent  was  ap- 
plicable. The  Brst  hopeful  sign  had 
been  the  organisation  of  muntion  fac- 
tories by  Mr.  Lloyd  George.  He  had 
developed  this  branch  as  a  business 
proposition,  and  it  had  been  In  the 
hands  of  business  veterans  and  not 
army  veterans.  The  census  of  work- 
men had  been  taken,  all  tool  plants  un- 
der control,  and  the  enlisted  skilled 
workmen  returned  from  the  trenches. 
In  the  first  mohth  under  the  new  man- 
agement 120  plants  were  in  operation; 
by  October.  760,  and  there  were  now 
2,500  working  day  and  night.  The  need 
of  shells  was  obvious,  from  a  military 
observer's  description  of  an  artillery  at- 
tack during  a  recent  French  drive  as 
resembling  "spatter  of  rain  on  a  dusty 
fl<!ld  In  Springtime."  And  this  officer 
stated  that  for  four  days  a  battery  had 
been  firing  at  the  rate  of  600  rounds 
p<*r  gun  each  day.  And  durlnR  nnothcr 
drive  in  the  Champagne  country  the 
spatter  of  death  came  at  the  rate  of 
250,000  shells  a  day.  lasting  for  thirty- 
six  hours  and  covering  a  fire  cone  of 
ten  miles  wide.  And  the  capacity  of  the 
French  75-mllllmetre  fun  Is  fifteen 
aimed  shots  per  minute. 

The  speaker  favored  universal  mili- 
tary training  because  it  was  In  harmony 
with  thprough  business  principles.  It 
did  not  appear  fair  that  one  should  bear 
more  of  th«  burden  than  another,  and 
the  roan  who  waa  shirking  his  respon- 
sibility could  only  be  brought  In  line 
by  presstjrc.  With  the  married  man 
the  sense  of  responsibility  was  great- 
est, and.'iiir  a  result,  there  was  too 
great  a  proj^rtion  of  dependents  left 
at  home.  The  work  of  the  Patriotic 
Aid  Soc^y  would  assume  huge  propor- 
tions and  would  eventually,  he  thought, 
have   to   be   supported   by    taxation. 

In  eoacluslon  (7ol.  Ross  said:  "There 
Is  no  question  about  ultimata  virtorf. 
The  feeling  in  Canada  Is  that  the  blood 
which  was  ahed  by  her  son*  at  I^nge- 
marcic  and  at  Festuliert  shall  not  be 
lost,  but  that  freedom  and  Justice  shall 
triumph.  In  order  that  this  may  be 
mo.  It  la  the  doty  of  everyone  to  make 
whatever  sacrifice  is  necessary  sjid  for 
all  to  give  their  beat  for  the  cause  of 
bmianlty  and  liberty  f*r  which  the 
Bmplre  la  fighting.'* 

Previous  to  the  address,  Messrs.  Hen- 
derson. Beamer,  Davidson  and  McKenna.

night  and  urscd  atrongly  that  no  cut 
t>«  made  In  the  salary  of  I'ire  Chief 
Da\-la.  Meaars.  R.  S.  Day  and  Jamea 
rorman.  In  behalf  of  tho  undcrwrtUra. 
and  Captain  Loaan  and  Mr.  J.  O.  Cam- 
eron, (or  the  Board  of  Trade,  euloclsed 
the  good  work  of  the  chief,  pointed  to 
the  city**  anall  flra  loaa  whleb,  tbla 
year  to  date,  amounta  to  only  about 
i».oea,  and  declared  that  the  career  of 
the  chief  In  Victoria  had  ahown  him  to 
be  the  very  man  for  the  position,  an<l 
one  whom  the  city  could  ill-afford  to 
loae. 

Captain  Ixtgan  declared  Chief  £>avis 
to  be  a  "live  wire"  and  a  good  man.  a 
combination  which  could  not  be  beaten. 

Mr.  ijay  «tated  tlie  underwriters  plac- 
ed the  greatest  faith  in  the  chief  as  a 
man  undoubtedly  the  moat  etBclent  la 
his  line  of  any  In  Canada. .> 

To  Alderman  McNeill's  statement  that 
the  council  had  no  Idea  of  cutting  sal- 
aries of  offlclals.  especially  Aat  of  the 
fire  chief,  the  depuUtlon  Aated  Uwt 
Chief  Davla  has  cerulnly  that  idea.  ii!nd 
In  view  of  a  very  advantageous  oiTer  b« 
had  received,  he  was  contemplating  leav- 
ing the  city  employ.

tratlpn   for   next   year. 

In  connection  with  the  salaries  of  the 
engineer  and  assistant  engineer  Alder- 
man Porter  stated "  thab  probably  Mr. 
Foreman,  assistant  engineer,  would 
leave  the  city's  employ  when  the  north- 
west sewer  work  Is  finished  in  two  or 
three  months.  Me  believed  the  city 
was  aeouring  full  value  from  both  Mr. 
Rust  and  Mr.  Foreman.

The  Board  of  Health  estimates  again 
brought  up  the  question  of  the  salary 
of  Medical  Health  Offlcer  Hall,  whoaa 
salary.  Alderman  Todd  urged,  be  made 
lloa  per  month  compared  with  t<Ga. 
tha  present  aalar^.  The  Alderman 
eulogised  the  doctor's  work,  but  ex- 
pressed the  belief  the  city  was  paying 
too  much  and  auggcated  that  perhaps 
a  younger  doctor  would  undertake  tha 
work  for  th?^  amaller  salary.  He  be- 
Itived  the  doctor's  success  was  due  In 
a  mensur*  to  the  excellent  sanitary  con- 
ditions of  the  city,  the  good  water  sup- 
ply, etc.,  all  factors  which  made  for 
the  oiV'a  record  of  low  death  rate.  Ha 
was  ready  '4o  agrae  to  some  method 
whereby,  perhapa.  Dr.  Mall  would  de- 
vote but  part  9f  hla  time  to  city  work, 
but  Ilia  whola'  objection  was  t>ased  on 
the  fact  that  the  present  salary  was 
too  much  to  pay  for  the  position. 

All  the  other  Aldermen  referred  to 
Dr.  Hall'a  excellent  aervlces  and  urged 
that  the  results  fully  warranted  the 
outlay  for  tha  aalary  now  being  paid. 
Reference  to  the  work  of  Dr.  Hall 
in  connection  with  contagious  caaes. 
ills  dealing  with  the  Royal  Jubilee  Hoa< 
pital  In  respect  to  Indigent  cases,  etc.. 
wA-e '  made,  all  to  tha  doctor's  credit. 
Aldarman  Dllworth  took  exception  to 
Dr.  Hall  doing  work  for.  the  milltarr 
authorities,  basing  hla  objection  upon 
the  irgument  that  If  one  ofHctal  were 
all-kwed  to  do  such  outaxle  work  oth^m 
were  equally  entitled  to  do  so.

"Soon  after  the  outbreak  of  the  war 
the  employees  of  the  Government  began 
contributing  to  this  fund  on  the  mutual 
understanding  that  each  would  con- 
tribute one  day's  pay  per  month.     This

feela  that  a  more  united  effort  should 
be  made  to  ensuce  regular  subacrlp- 
tions  from  the  civil  servants. 

"The  committee  In  charge  of  the  fund 
have  approached  the  Government  to  as- 
certain what  steps  might  be  taken  to- 
wards this  end.  In  view  of  the  special 
.efforts  whlc^  they  are  making  at  this 
time  to  augment  their  funds,  and  after 
carefully  considering  the  matter,  the 
executive  council  have  come  to  the  fol- 
lowing conclusions: 

"1.  That  all  contributions  made  by 
members  of  the  civil  service  should  be 
voluntp.ry. 

"2.  That  contrlbutlona  should  be  one 
day's  pay  per  month,  beginning  with 
thf  month  of  January,  and  that  con- 
tributions  should   be   made   monthly. 

"t.  That  the  contributors  ahould 
authorise  the  treaaary  or  paying  ofltcera 
to  deduct  amounts  from  monthly  aalary 
cheques,  and  that  amounts  ahould  >a 
paid  Into  the  nearest  Patriotic  Fund 
ofllee. 

"4.  That  contributions  should  be  made 
during  the  war  and  for  a  period  of  at 
least  one  month  after  peace  la  de- 
clarad. 

"S.  If  any  civil  servant  feels  that  on 
account  of  pressing  financial  claims  he 
or  she  cannot  contribute,  then  tn  such 
case  the  reasons  should  be  given  to  hla 
or  her  superior  offlcer. 

"In  view  of  the  greater  demands  upon 
the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund  at  the 
present  time,  the  Government  expreosea 
the  hope  that  even-  member  of  the  ser- 
vice will  do  his  or  her  part  In  support- 
ing thin  organisation.  It  Is  recognised 
that  thin  is  R  time  for  co-operation  and 
sacrlflce  on  the  part  of  all,  and  the 
Government  Is  confident- that  In  this,  aa 
In  all  such  matters,  the  civil  servants 
wnll   not   fall   to  bear  their  share."

For  more  than  a  year  the  Belglaml 
and  the  people  in  that  part  of  France 
which  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Oermana 
have  been  fed.  The  commission,  of 
which  Mr.  Hoover  Is  the  head,  has  ac- 
complished a  work,  the  difficulties  and 
the  magnitude  of  which  cannot  be  un- 
derstood except  by  the  very  few  who 
are   engaged   in   great  enterk>rises. 

But^  all  can  understand  the  appeal 
that  now  comes  from  the  region  wherft 
nine  and  a  half  millions  of  people  are 
living.  They  have  all  been  fed,  very 
economically  it  is  true,  but  no  one  has 
perished  with  hunger.  Most  have  paid 
for  their  food,  but  none  havc^eh  al- 
lowed to  get  more  than  they  coeid  eat 

But  since  that  terrible  day  In  mid- 
Summer,  when  the  Oermana  Invaded 
their  country,  very  few  women  have 
bought  any  clothing,  and  not  a  great 
deal  has  been  sent  In.  Now  at  the 
beginning  of  Winter  it  is  reported  on 
unimpeachable  authority  that  3,000.000 
of  people  are  In  need  of  clothing.  How 
It  is  expected  that  14,000,000  will  sup- 
ply this  need  not  many  of  even  the 
most  careful  of  Canadian  housekeepers 
can  imagine.  It  Is  stated  that  clothing 
sent  must  be  new.  as  the  rigid  health 
regulations  in  force  in  Ruropean  ports 
prevent  the  bringing  in  of  second-hand 
clothing.  The  people  of  the  United 
States  are  being  appealed  to  and,  much 
as  Canada  Is  doing  already,  there  should 
be  something  to  spare  for  so  worthy  a 
cause. 

But  the  case  of  Belgium,  sad.  and'  ter- 
rible as  It  Is,  is  not  to  be  compared 
with  that  of  the  Serbian  refugees  In  the 
mountains  of  their  own  country,  Al." 
bania  or  Montenegro.  Imagination  can- 
not picture  their  distress  nor  that  of 
their  Armenian  fellow-sufrerers.  And 
this   Is  Christmas   weekt

shows  the  spirit  which  animates  the 
great  majority  of  the  people  in  the 
Mother  Country,  and  makes  them  will- 
ing to  serve  In  whatever  capacity  tho>- 
can: 

"I  could  not."  says  ihe  letter,  "remain 
Idle  when  the  war  settled  down  to  bo 
a  long  one.

We  liave  Just  now  Hnlshed 
issuing  the  sheepskin  coats,  which  we 
have  been  cleaning  all  the  Hummer,  for 
the  men  In  the  trenches;  and  glad  they 
will  He  to  get  them.  I  am  sure,  for  the 
Winter  has  set  In  early  this  year. 
HJvery  day  brings  ua  truck-loads  of 
things  to  clean,  especially  after  a  big 
engagement.  There  la  so  much  work 
to  do  that  one  has  no  time  to  think 
to*  much  or  be  sad;  and  I  consider  my- 
self lucky  indeed  to  have  got  work. 

"And  It  is  good  to  be  amonR  the 
French  Just  now,  for  every  one  among 
them  Is  doing  his  duty  in  some  form 
•r  other.  There  is  no  complaining,  but 
every  one  is  ready  to  make  any  sac- 
rllloe  demanded  of  Kim.  My  admiration 
for  the  behavior  of  the  French  under 
this  great  trial  Is  unbounded.  Tou  not 
no  despondency  an  where.  In  spite  of 
their  great  losses.  The  people  are  seri- 
ous,  determined   nnt^    confldent."

There  Is  one  overseas  battalion  with 
hoadquurters  In  Victoria  of  which  llttio 
Ims  been  heard.  It  is  the  102nd.  which 
received  formal  authorization  to  mo- 
billae,  through  district  orders,  only  a 
few  days  ago.  Lleut.-Col.  J.  W,  Warden, 
formerly  of  the  7th  BatUllon,  C.  E.  F., 
with  which  unit  he  served  on  the  firing 
line  for  several  months,  is  the  officer 
commanding.  Col.  Warden  has  opened 
offices  in  thte  Union  Bank  Building, 
from  which  he  is  directing  the  organis- 
ation of  the  unit.  Although  nothing  is 
being  done  In  Victoria  towards  encour- 
aging enlistment  with  the  corps.  Quite  a 
number  of  local  young  men  have  Joined. 
Col.  Warden  has  gathered  about  blm  a 
group  of  well-known  and  experienced 
officers,  whose  names  have  been  pub- 
lished in  these  columns.  One  of  them 
In  Capt.  Hager,  formerly  in  charge  of 
the  Army  Service  Corps  section  at  Work 
Point,  when  he  was  one  of  the  moat 
i>fficicnt  and  popular  of  the  headquar- 
ters   staff. 

Col.  Warden  completed  only  about  a 
week  ago  a  tour  of  the  Interior  In  the 
course  of  which  be  made  arrangements 
for  recruiting  which  are  said  to  be 
working  out  satisfactorily.  While  he 
would  make  no  statement  when  ques- 
tioned It  is  learned,  unofficially,  that 
between  Ave  and  six  hundred  men,  now 
under  arms  In  different  Mainland  dis- 
tricts of  the  Province,  will  be  trans- 
ferred to  his  ranks  after  the  holidays.

The  site  over- 
looks the  sea  and  there  are  miles  of 
open  land  which  Is  admirably  suited  for 
manoeuvring.  Thin  Is  th6  Admiralty  Re- 
serve, which  has  been  utilised  for  years 
Wy  tho  PaclUc  Coast  Beet  for  gun  prac- 
tice and  other  work.  A  splendid  rifle 
range  is  Immediately  available.  Four 
huts  are  to  be  constructed  especially  for 
the  unit,  each  being  capable  of  com- 
fortably accommodating  260  men.  Sev- 
eral naval  buildings  will  t>e  utilised  for 
headquarters  and  odd  sections.  One  of 
the  structures  Is  almost  completed  and 
no  time  will  be  lost  In  pushing  con- 
srtuctlon   operations   on    the    others. 

At  prenent  there  are  about  SO  of  the 
men  of  the  lOSnd  at  Comox.  Steps  have 
been  taken  to  give. them  a  Jolly  Clirist- 
mas.  A  large  supply  of  turkera  haa 
been  shipped  jtorth  by  P.  Burns  St  Co. 
Their  wants  in  this  respect  have  fur- 
ther been  taken  care  of  by  tha  mem> 
hers  of  the  battalion's  local  headquar- 
ters, special  attention  being  given  to 
plum  puddings,  cigars,  dgarettea  and 
tobacco.  The  residents  Of  the  district 
have  cordially  welcome^  the  soldiers 
and  they  are  going  to  ^eo  that  they 
are  suitably  treated  dqrlng  the  festive 
season.

The  next  morninv 
came  the  orders,  crisp  enough.  Tbe 
di vision  to  )M  prepared  to  oMve  alawat 
at  once.  The  transports  had  been  de> 
tailed.  There  in  tbe  upper  harbor  tbey 
lay,  waiting. 

Tbia  meant  a  complete  overhauling  of 
clothes  and  equipment  for  a  good  many 
thouaand  men.  Once  more  chaos  reigned 
pn  the  Nubian  pier,  and  the  military 
landing  officer  nearly  loat  the  die* 
bevelled  remnants  of  bis  reaaon.

Punch  has  had  a  remarkable  expert* . 
euce  of  the  eharactoristlo  methods  bF 
which  Germany  puraues  her  campaign 
In  neutral  couutrlea.  A  few  months  ago 
a  volume  of  Punch  cartoons  was  pub. 
lished  In  New  York,  comprising  soma 
ISO  Illustrations,  the  object  of  which 
waa  to  bring  clearly  before  the  cltlaena 
of  the  United  States  the  arrogant  attl* 
tude  of  Oennany  towards  the  Kuropeaa, 
powers  from  1860  to  1S1&.  So  unflatter. 
Ing  waa  this  violation  ot  the  Teuton 
apirlt  that  a  ooilnterblast  waa  evidently 
considered  necessary.  It  waa  accord*, 
ingly  decided  to  reproduce  a  rival  to 
Punch,  one  that  should  not  only  aup* 
plant  the  faiaoiia  periodical  In  the  favor 
of  the  American  public,  but  ahould  bo 
full  of  tbe  ■»lrit  of  hoatlUty  to  Qraak 
Britain. 

In  pursuance  of  this  plan,  soma  weeks 
ago  tl^e  bookstaila  of  tbe  United  States 
ilrefb  '.adomed  with  a  plentiful  supply 
of  copies  of  la  periodical  which  reaem. 
bled  Punch  very  cloaely— even  to  Doyle'a 
famauB  cover  design— but  waa  not 
Punch.  Purohasera  who  bought  copiea 
for  the  modest  price  of  10  oents  ((d) 
were  surprised  to  read  alrava  the  cover 
design  the  legend:  "As  England  aeed 
U.S.  shown  In  Punch,"  and  beneath  the 
design  the  words,  "Some  faiaoua  and 
forgotten  cartoons  that  the  present  gen- 
eration of  Americans  should  see,  repro^ 
duoed  by  the  Anifbrlcan  Truth  Sooletyt 
1,133,  Broadway,  Kfew  York." 

T^e  contents  of  the  periodical  were 
flftsen  full-page  oartoons  taken  from  the 
Isst^ea  of  Punch  from  1842  to  1870. 
Theke  cartoons,  which  were ,  mainly  oC 
tiM  Amerioan  Civil  War  period,  when 
England  was  not  In  sympathy  with 
America,  had  been  carefully  chosen  aa 
being  those  moat  likely  to  make  Amerl* 
cans  oKdnded  with  Great  Britain.  Com^ 
ments  In  red  ink  appeared  beneath  each 
eSrtdOn,  one  such  sentiment  running! 
"John  Bull  felt  like  thrashing  us  duriac 
our   Civil   War." 

Fortunately,  a  day  or  two  after  tbia 
precious  publloation  was  placed  oa  the 
bookatalls  the  secretary  of  Punvh  ar«  . 
rived  in  New  Tork.  A  visit  to  the  pub.* 
Ushers,  the  American  Truth  Society*, 
proved,  aa  waa  anticipated,  that,  despite 
Its  name,  the  society  was  a  German  or> 
ganisatl^  run  by  Germans.  Upon 
threat  of  legal  procedure,  these  vgliant 
agents  of  Germany  promptly  undertook 
to  withdraw  all  copies  of  the  publlca. 
tlon  CFom  circulation,  to  hand  these 
copies  ^rer  to  the  true  Punch  authori. 
ties,  and  to  enter  Into  a  formal  under* 
taking  not  to  re-issue  Punch  cartoons, 
at  all  events.  In  the  misleading  form  ia 
which  they  had  been  issued^  The  net 
reaalt  of  the  adventure  ia  the  still  fur- 
ther discrediting  of  tlie  German  propa* 
gandists  In  America.

Mr.  Ernest  Whiteside,  of  Van- 
couver, Fails  to  See  Ap- 
proaching Car  .and  Is  Run 
Over  on  Causeway. 


Mr.  Erneat  Whiteside,  of  9T7  Cardero 
Street,  Vancouver,  waa  sarleualy  and 
probably  fatally  injured  yeaterday  af- 
ternoon at  2:20  o'clock,  when  he 
stepped  from  off  the  «urb  on  the  eaat 
side  of  Oovernraent  Street,  in  front  of 
the  Empreas  Hotel,  and  waa  knocked 
down  and  run  over  by  a  motor  car 
driven  by  Edward  Tracey  and  convey- 
Ing  L,leut.-Col.  Hennlker.  O.  C.  ot  the 
103rd  Regiment.  Major  Bpurgaon.  Capt. 
N.  A.  Foeter  and  Private  Brockburat. 
of  the  same  regiment. 

Mr.  Whiteside,  with  a  friend  named 
Mr.  Ross  Jones,  also  of  Vancouver, 
were  on  their  way  to  the  C.  P.  R. 
wharves  to  board  the  boat  for  Vancou- 
ver. The  inmatea  of  the  motor  car 
were  also  bound  for  the  boat.  Evi- 
dently Meaara.  Whiteside  and  Joneo 
failed  to  noUce  the  approaching  car 
and  they  atepped  ofl:  the  aidewalk 
directly  in  front  of  it.  Both  wars 
•truck  and  knocked  down,  but  Mr. 
Jones  apparently  was  not  -  Injured  for 
he  waa  promptly  upon  his  feet.  The 
front  wheels  of  thr  motor  ran  over  Mr. 
Whiteside  aa  he  lay  on  the  pavement 
snd  to  release  him  the  machine  had  to 
be  backed.  He  waa'  uneonaeiooa  and 
was  promptly  picked  up  by  aoldlera 
nearby  and  the  ofllcera.  placed  in  the 
motor  and  rushed  to  St.  Joseph's  Iloa- 
piial,  where  he  waa  attended  br  Dr.

Before  any  development  la  done,  the 
land  ahould  be  examined  for  topography, 
water  and  drainage  facllltlea,  character 
of  aoil  and  cover  growth.  From  the 
Information  procured  the  plan  of  aet- 
tlement should  b«  made.  An  aoon  aa  It 
waa  determined  what  areas  were  to  be 
rieared.  campa  would  be  eatabliahed,  and 
«x-BOldlera  desiring  work  re-engaged 
for  a  period  of,  aay.  two  years.  Re-en- 
listed aoldiera  would  receive  part  of 
their  vay  la  cash,  the  balance  would  ba 
placed  to  the  credit  of  their  account, 
to  be  applied.  In  the  instance  of  thoae 
flealrlng  farmb.  to  the  purchaae  price 
»»r  the  land,  and  paid  to  thoae  who,  for 
any  sufdelent  reaaon,  deaire  to  get  a 
discharge.  Aa  the  work  of  clearing, 
draining  and  fencing,  and  the  construc- 
tion of  farm  bulldlnge  would  give  oc- 
cupation to  many  mora  men  than  the 
land,  would  afterwards  provide  fbrma 
for.  It  would  be  desirable  to  arrange 
for  the  diacharga  of  any  man  who  waa 
able  to  iret  work  at  hia  trade  or  call- 
ing. When  the  aettlement  took  shape  It 
would  be  formed  into  a  aalf-cenUined 
rural  municipality,  tha  reave  and  alder- 
men conatltuting  tha  board  of  manam-

Kor  tha  purpoae  of  llluatratlon.  we 
will  conaidar  the  eatabllahment  of 
auoh  a  aettlement  on  Vancouver  lal- 
and, and  we  will  praaume  that  dairy- 
ing, hogs  and  poultry,  that  la  mixed 
farming,  will  be  tha  Una  followed.  Aa 
It  la  primarily  an  Island  for  Intenalve 
mathoda,  I  would  auggeat  aa  area  of 
85  acres  being  allotted  to  each  man. 
to  acrea  of  which  ahould  be  cleared  and 
nve  acres  left  in  buah  for  fuel  and 
ahada.  Thua  allowing  an  area  of  fid* 
acrea  for  paature  land,  roadwaya.  re- 
creation grounda.  and  central  aUtlon.  an 
area  of  S.0««  acrea  would  be  required 
for  a  oommnaltjr  of  JM  famlltea. 

Thla  is  the  most  Important  feature 
ot  my  plan  of  aettlament.  as  In  it  la 
embodied  the  co-opA«tlve  prlnrlples  on 
which  It  Is  formed.  It  must  therefor* 
b*  located  at  a  point  oonvenlant  to  all. 
To  aeoommodate  all  ita  aotlvitlaa.  I 
atiggaat  tha  setting  aalda  of  an  area,  of 
M  aoraa.  Oa  It  the  creamery  win  i>« 
.Vttllt  and  the  eommunlty  store,  from 
whieh  tba  fanners  purchaae  aU  thetr 
auppllaa.  On  It  wlU  be  housed  the 
iMBvy  famn  nukehlaary.  which  It  doaa 
aat  pay  aaah  fmrmm-  to  otgn  Individual- 
ly, the  valaabia  atoek  of  all  kinds  for 
hraadlag  anrpamm.  aad  the  romnaalty 
iineabatora.  whIeh  pravtda  yaaag  ohicka 
to  ih»  It*  farmers.  An  area  might 
waU  ba  roaarrad  for  expert awatai  plots 
^sr  trylag  oat  varieties  of  crop*  aad 
fertUtaara    BMMt    aaltad    to   tha  parttea-

being  produced  on  the  farm. 

>ad.  Madlcal  Insurance  and  boapltal 
dues,  which  I  place  at  IS  par  family 
per  month.  Tha  principal  that  expense 
due.  to  alckaeaa  or  accident  ahould  be 
borne  by  all  la  one  of  the  co-operative 
faaturaa  on  *hloh  It  la  proposed  to 
eatabllah  tha  aettlement 

.Srd.  Coat  of  the  ^oung  atock  bought 
from  the  community  breading  pane  lo- 
cated at  the  central  atation.  and  dry 
feed  which  cannot  be  produced  on  the 
land. 

As  will  be  aeen  latar.  I  estimate  that 
it  will  take  two  years  to  clear  and  pra- 
pare  the  laad  for  cultivation.  The  third 
year  some  produce  will  be  raised,  but 
real  farming  will  only  begin  wltb  the 
fourth  year.  By  that  time  each  farm 
should  be  stocked  and  producing  and 
the  balance  irtieet  ■lnrw^~g,  lUiviQa  of 
about  ttOO.  This  moderate  surplus 
would  Increase  yearly  according  to  the 
ability  and  energy  displayed  by  the 
farmer,  ao  that  in  five  yeara  after  the 
beginning  of  active'  farming.  It  ahould 
reach  tha  aum  of  flOO  to  fl.OOO  per 
annum. 

In  compiling  a  statement  of  the  coat 
of  eaubllahing  a  settlement  along  the 
llnea  prepared,  I  eatlmate  tbat  wltb  tha 
aid  of  naeaasary  ntachlnary  it  will  take 
200  men  two  years  of  240  working  days 
to  dear,  drain,  faaea  2,100  acrea,  build 
roads,  construct  bulldinga  and  general- 
ly bring  development  up  to  the  point 
of   production. 

All  lumber  for  all  purposes  would 
be  out  on  the  spot  by  a  portable  aaw- 
mill.  Shingle  cedar  would  be  .convert- 
ed Into  ablnglea.  In  fact  in  the  clear- 
ing operations,  even^^thlng  which  oould 
be  utilised  or  converted  into  money 
would  b*  saved. 

For  the  aum  of  1860,000 — the  expendi- 
ture of  which  woMld  extend  over  three 
years — the  settlement  could  be  estab- 
liahed.  This  sum  includes  the  purchaae 
of  all  the  atock,  toola  and  equipment 
required,  the  furniture  for  every  aat- 
tler, and  the  seed  for  the  first  year  of 
farming.  On  the  principle  of  providing 
for  contlagencies,  provision  has  been 
made  for  carrying  the  ^aettlement  over 
the  third  year. 

For  the  expenditure  of  approximate- 
ly 1560,000  there  would  be  called  Into 
exiatance  100  producing  farma,  fully 
equipped  and  atocked,  and  a  central 
station  art  the  i>ualneaa  and  aoelal  cen- 
tre of  the  community.  Employment  will 
have  be«A  provided  for  200  ex-sold|ers 
for  two  years,  and  pernianant  employ- 
ment for  over  one  hundred. 

The  farms  would  be  sold  to  the  «x- 
soldiers  on  long  terma.  the  payments 
in  ratio  to  the  producing  value  of  the 
farma  and  central  atation.  From  the 
profits  of  the  latter  based  on  10  per 
cent  on  the  turnover,  one-half  of  the 
annual  Interest  charge  would  be  met 

I  have  outlined  the  organisation  of 
lust  one  settlement  adapted  to  Vaneon- 
ver  Island  conditions.  Similar  setUe- 
ments  could  be  organUed  in  different 
districts,  .both  of  Vancouver  Island,  as 
well  as  the  mainland  of  British  Co- 
lumbia. I  think,  however,  that  It  la 
almost  essential  that  they  be  located  on 
or  close  to  some  existing  line  of  rail- 
way, and  by  preference  at  a  reasonable 
distance  from  the  large  towna  or 
citiea. 

For  obvious  reasons,  the  organisation 
and  management  of  the  settlements,  up 
to  the  time  they  are  banded  over  to 
the  aevaral  communltlea.  should  ba 
placed  in  the  hands  of  an  Independent 
commission,  appointed  by  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly. 

Something  on  a  large  scale  haa  got 
to  be  prepoaed  abd  carried  out  If  Brit- 
iah Columbia  ia  to  do  the  right  thing 
by  her  returning  aoldiera.  and  if  she 
la  to  add  to  her  population  and  her 
agricultural  production  by  attracting 
to  heraelf  a  very  dealrable  claaa  of  ax- 
Britiah  aoldiera. 

Auatralia  and  New  Zealand  are  fully 
alive  to  ihe  unique  aliuatlon.  and  will 
not  be  alow  to  take  advantage  of  the 
unprecedented  opportunity  which  will 
preaent  Itaelf.  we  hope.  In  the  near 
futura. 

The  plan  propoaed  doea  not  fall  un- 
der the  head  of  "experimental  leglala- 
tlon."  It  la  advanced  aa  a  logical 
Method  of  dealing  with  the  aituation 
on  the  acafe  It  demanda.  Tba  coat  (all 
of  which  can  be  recovered)  la  trivial 
compared  to  the  benefits  which  will  ac- 
crue. 

I  believe  that  the  solving  of  the  prob- 
lem of  finding  employment  for  ex-aol- 
dlers  along  the  lines  Indicated  Will  also 
solve  another  and  ev*n  greater  prob- 
lem, which  we  had  wltb  ua  before  the 
war.  ^  Is  the  connecting  up  of  the 
landle^ai^i^lth  the  land,  for  the  plan 
of  aettlement  can  be  extended  to  em- 
brace all  thoae  who  have  no  capital 
exeept   their  ability  to  work.

A  dual-avrpaao  brood  la  otM  la  wlAcb 
thoae  cliaraeUr^Ucs  pabvafi  genaratly, 
aad  are  traaamlfted  with  .  /aaagaabU 
oartalnty.  it  auHt  9&t.  hawavar,  b* 
ex]Met«d  that  a  aqga  af  aaeth  4  braad 
will  ^apare  la  milk  prodt^ton  with 
th*  beat  faidlvlduala  of  lb*  speetal  dairy 
*>rta.  such  as  the  Holstain.  or  uluit  b«r 
calves  will  always  be  able  to  compete 
In  beef  production  with  those  of  the 
apeclal  beef  breeds.  She  ahould  pro- 
duce about  250  iba  of  butter  per  year, 
and  her  calvea  make  good  beef  anibtala. 

Condltioea  m  the  com  belt  of  tha 
■V.  S.  A.*  are  most  favorable  for  dual- 
purpoae  autck,  and  here  the  type  la 
most  numerous.  In  this  region  the  far- 
mers find  they  cannot  give  the  speetal 
dairy  breada  the  attention  they  require, 
and  without  which  they  are  «insatiBfaa- 
tory.  They  alao  have  a  great  deal  of 
roughage  to  consume,  and  find  that 
home-raised  animala  of  the  dual-pur- 
poae  type  will  dispose  of  It  most  proAt- 
ably,  without  much  additional  labor^ 
Shorthorns  best  suit  these  conditions. 

The  "roast  beef  of  Qld  England"  has 
a  world-wide  raputatloa  far  juicy  ten'- 
dem«ss  and  ftovor,  and  the  Shorthorn 
breed  has  made  it  famous.  The  Short- 
horn Is  the  dairy  brood  of  England, 
as  well,  and  ninety-flvo  par  cent  of  the 
milk  used  In  that  country  Is  furnished 
by   Shorthorn  cows.     Prof.   Long  saya: 

"The  mllk-produoing  farmer  has 
studied  bow  to  Incrcaae  tha  fiow  of 
milk  while  maintaining  the  characteria- 
tic  feeding  qualities  of  the  breed,  and 
has  succeeded.  On  the  other  hand,  some 
of  the  pedigree  breeders  have  aubordl- 
nated  milk  to  fleah  development.  But 
here  In  Its  native  tand  the  Shoribom 
is  pre-eminently  the  best  dairy  cow  In 
the  beat   dairy  country    in    the   world." 

The  mining  qualities  of  the  English- 
Sbortbom  are  shown  In  a  remarkable 
way  by  the  results  of  the  tests  made 
at  \he  London  :Oairy  Show.  In  the 
eleven  years,  from  1 294-1  »04  inclusive, 
first  place  in  both  milk  and  fat  .pro- 
duction waa  won  by  a  Shorthorn  In 
every  case,  competlnr  againat  all  dairy' 
breeds,  commonly  bred  there.  As  re- 
gards beef  qualities,  the  breed's  record 
at  SmUhfleld  and  at  the  Chicago  later- 
national  Is  sufficient.  The  ability  of 
tbe  Shorthorn  to  produce  high-class 
meat  Is  too  well  known  to  require  dls- 
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It  la  rather  to  tbe  dairy  character- 
latlca  of  the  breed  that  attention  muat 
be  directed.  The  charge  bro>ight  by 
Prof.  Long  "that  aome  pedigree  breed- 
e(a  have  aubordlnated  milk  to  flesh  de- 
velopment," muat  be  admitted  in  part, 
eapeclally  on  this  continent,  so.  much 
so  tbat  many  farmers  who  wish  to 
keep  the  milking  qualities  of  their 
Shoribom  herds  unimpaired  experience 
difficulty  In  obtaining  bulls  of  the  neces- 
sary type  and  ancestry. 

Far-aeeing  breedera,  however,  have 
recognised  the  danger,  and  there  la  a 
movement  now  on  foot  to  foater  and 
give  prominence  to  the  dairy  qualltiea, 
not  at  tbe  expenae  of  beef,  but  In  con- 
junction with  It  Thia  movement  began 
in  England,  and  now  haa  spread  to  this 
continent  In  many  herds  at  present 
the  cowa  are  milked  and  individual  pro- 
duotlon kept  Such  a  movement  Is  of 
immense  importance,  not  only  to  the 
pedigree  builders,  but  to  tbe  thousands 
of  farmers,  espectally  in  the  bUtter- 
produclng  ntatea  of  the  Mississippi  Val- 
ley' who  keep  Shorthorn  grades. 

It,  perhaps,  may  be  stated  here  that 
the  Shorthorn  grade  cows,  of  England 
are.  In  the  majority  of  casoa,  juat  as 
pure-bred  as  the  pedigree  animals. 
There  the  ordinary  farmer  has  almost 
Invariably  used  pedigreed  buUs  ao  long 
that  very  little  difference  in  quality  la 
to  be  obaerved  between  well-bred  grade 
cowH  and  pedigreed  animala.  and  in 
milk  production  the  gradea  often  cap- 
ture the  premier  prises  at  the  LondOh 
Dairy  Show.  It  may  also  be  stated 
that  the  champion  ste^r  at  tha  Birming- 
ham and  SmUhfleld  Stock  Shows  in 
England  in  1013  was  from  a  five-gallon 
cow — a  Shoi'thorn. 

In  tracing  back  Hhorthorn  hlatory  we 
find  different  types  favored  from  time 
to  time.  Colling.  Booth,  Bates.  Crulck- 
shank  all  had  different  ideals.  The 
show -yard  type  has  change<l  from  time 
to  time.  At  present  on  this  continent 
the  Crulcksbank  or  Scotch  type  finds 
favor  In  the  show-ring,  on  account  of 
the  adaptability  of  this  type  for  beef 
production.  Tat  the  aurprleing  fact. 
}hat  even  In  tbia  extreme  type  milking 
qualitlas  of  a  high  order  exist  was 
shown  to  the  writer  on  a  recent  visit 
to  the  most  noted  breeder  of  Scotch 
Shorthorns,  Wra.  D«ithle.  of  Collynle, 
Scotland.  It  was  .  surprising  to  aee 
how  many  of  his  cowa  with  growing 
calvea  at  foot  showed  every  sign  of 
being  deep  milkers.  Indeed,  Mr.  Duthle 
stated  that  these  cowa  (calved  two 
months  and  longer)  ha4.to  be  brought 
up  and  milked  out  every  day,  becaoae 
tha  calvea  could  not  take  all  tbe  milk. 
No  nurse  cows  were  used  In  the  herd. 

Among  the  early  Improvers  of  the 
breed,  the  man  who  made  the  Shorthorn 
the  pre-eminent  dual-purpose  breed  was 
Bates,  who  bred  for  both  beef  and  milk, 
and  achieved  historic  success.  Many  of 
our  ao-called  dairy  Sborthorna  today 
are  of  Bates  blood. 

The  late  Richard  Stratton  waa  of  the 
aame  opinion  aa  Batea.  and  of  a  great 
many  M'««dera  of  Shorthorns  In  tha 
sixties,  seventica  and  elahtlaa.  that  a 
perfect  Shoribom  should  be  a  good 
beef  and  milk  producer  combined.  From 
1262  onwarda,  for  nuny  yeara,  cgttia 
from  the  Stratton  herd  captured  more 
priaes  at  Birmingham  and  Smithfleld 
than  any  other.  At  that  time  Mr.  Strat- 
ton waa  milklna  by  band  over  lOt  pedl> 
greed  Sborthorna,  and  these  prises  were 
won  in  th*  atrongest  kind  of  competi- 
tion with  all  the  well-known  beef 
breeds.  His  son.  the  preaant  Richard 
Stratton.  has  followed  in  hia  father's 
footsteps.  To  offset  the  influence  of 
tha  ahow-ring  prejudtci-  in  favor  of  th* 
i>**f  type,  he  urged  tbe  ^noourairement 
of  milk  production.     During  hia  term  of

This  naove  prev*a  very  popatar.  aad 
th*  8hortbo#a  ooyadM,  reaUatac  tbsli 
mistake,  Mton  tooH  over  the  akatt«r  of- 
flrlally.  and  have  •v*r  alaoa  givaa  a 
ooaildarabl*  aaiiaat  annually  far  tha 
•noauracaoMnt  of  aitlk  produetloiu  In 
1*05  tha  obortborn  Dairy  AaaoetatiOB 
was  (ormod  furtltar  to  prqptote  the  dual 
Interests  of  the  tweed,  with  the  fcSarl  of 
Mortbbrook  a*  first  president,  and  tbe 
Uari  of  Crew*  and  Lord  Rothschild 
vl**-pre*lda^ta.  Ral*s  w*r*  Orawn  up 
ralatlng  to  th*  pubUcatlon  of  milk  r*- 
oords  aqd  th*  glvoig  of  prise*  at  abowa. 
Inapactors  are  aaaployad  by  tbe  aoctaty 
to  cheek  the  records  kept  by  members, 
and  may  Inspect  them  at  any  time. 

These  facta  furalab  aufflclant  proof 
of  the  dual-purpoa*  character  of  the 
Shorthorn.  Hi  ^  treatiaa  of  this  natnr* 
It  would  be  wrong  to  omit  tb*  nam*  of 
the  late  George  Taylor.  For  over  thirty 
y*ara  bis  Cranfprd  hard  atood  for  tha 
milk  and  beef  charactcrlstica  of  tbe 
Shorthorn  breed,  and  tbe  records  of  this 
herd  have  attracted  world  wide  notice. 
On  a  recent  visit  to  Cranford,  not  far 
from  London,  about  160  head  were  aeen 
pasturing  together  in  a  rich  English 
meadow.  One  could  not  help  being 
struck  with  the  remarkably  good  Short- 
bora  character  of  the  entire  herd.  The 
deep,  wide  frames,  otraight  tops,  sappy 
appearance  and  fine  carrtage.  together 
with  the  capacious  and  well-ahaped 
udders  stamped  the  herd  as  a  triumph 
of  the  breeders'  art  Although  the  giv- 
ing of  large  quantitlea  of  milk  had 
considerably  reduced  their  bulk,  yet  tbe 
cows  possessed  a  pecuUar  bloom,  which 
evidenced  a  propenaity  for  the  laying 
on  of  fat  when  the  strain  became  less. 

Last  year  the  milk  sold  from  Cran- 
ford averaged  about  7,600  lbs.  per  cow. 
bpsides  t|(at  consumed  by  over  seventy 
calves  reared.  For  the  first  week  these 
calves  suck,  and  aft^r  that  a  consider- 
able quantity  of  whole  milk  Is  fed,  so 
the  amount  consumed  must  have  been 
conaiderablq.  At  the  aaie  of  It  11,  22 
cows   were  offered,   which    had   to   their 

10,000  Iba.,  a  truly  fine  record.  One  of 
Mr.  Taylor's , cowa,  Darlington  Cranford 
6th,  haa  a  record  of  aver  10,000  iba.  of 
milk  per  year  for  ten  years,  and  haa 
produced  11  calvea  In  tbis  time.  The 
farm  itself  was  run  on  a  commercial 
basis.  Qooa  brteding  was'  tbe  secret 
of  Mr.  Taylor's  success,  with  the  keep- 
ing of  milk  records,  and  proper  rearing 
of  heifers. 

This  breeder  waa  always  a  lover  of 
the  true  Shorthorn  type,  as  arc  all 
breeders  of  pedigreed  dairy  Shorthorns. 
Constitution  was  never  lost  sight  of. 
and  bulls  of  Seotch  breeding  were  ex- 
tensively used  In  recent  years,  animala 
of  Cruickahank,  Marr  or  Duthle  blood. 
Beau  Sabreur,  a  bull  uaed  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  at  Cranford.  and  the  sire 
of  many  of  Mr.  Taylor'a  10,000-lb.  cowa, 
waa  aired  by  the  noted  bull,  Leonidaa, 
a  straight  Cruickahank^  bull..  Beau 
Sabreur  in  1299  -won  second  prise  at 
Birmingham,  where  the  largest  collec- 
tion of  young  Shorthorn  bulls  in  Eng- 
land Is  annually  shown.  This  should 
convince  the  most  skeptical  of  the  dual- 
purpaoe  character  of  the  Shorthorn 
breed. 

Further  proof  la  furnished,  thougit,' 
by  the  herd  of  Lord  Hothachlld  at  Trlng 
Park.  While  the  cows  are  fiot  /orxsed 
in  any  way,  the  average  for  74  oows 
is  over  0,000  lbs.  per  year.  In  this 
herd  also  a  large  amount  of  Scotch 
blood  is  evident.  When  the  writer  In- 
spected this  herd,  some  magnificent 
young  bulls  were  to  be  seen,  bulls  wltli 
dairy,  blood,  that  would  honor  any 
herd  of  Shorthorns  anywhere. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the 
herd  of  R.  W.  Hobba  A  Sons,  Kelmscott. 
Gloucestershire.  This  farm  lies  in  the 
upper  Thames  Valley,  and  a  large  herd 
of  600  dairy  Shorthorns  supplies  milk 
to  London  city.  Besides  capturing  num- 
erous prises  for  dairy  cows  every 
year,  Messrs.  Hobbs  also  take  many 
pt-lses  for"  fat  steers  and  baby  heifers. 

On  the  American  continent  interest 
In  the  dual-purpose  character  of  the 
Shorthorn  la  increasing:.  Many  of  the 
Kxpcriment  Stations  hnve  nmall  herds 
o.''  which  the  milk  records  are  kept. 
These  animals  have  ofllclal  yieldi  aver- 
aging 6,000  Iba.  per  year.  The  milk 
contains  from  3.S  to  over  four  per  cent 
fat,  and  In  color  and  atse  of  fat  glo- 
bules ranks  next  to  the  Cliannel  Island 
breeds,  between  them  and  the  Holsteln 
and  Ayrshlres. 

A  movement  is  on  foot  In  botb  the 
United  States  and  Canada  for  the  tak- 
ing of  official  records  qf  performance 
at  the  milk  pall.  The  Dairy  Shorthorn 
Breeders'  Associatloi.  of  America  was 
organised  In  1910,  and  the  interest  is 
spreadinir  annually. 

At  the  St.  Louis  World's  Fair,  in 
1904,  the  Shorihems  competed  kgalnat 
Jeraeys.  Holstelns, .  and  Brown  Swiss. 
Twenty-four  cows  averaged  4,152  lbs. 
of  milk,  and  163  lbs.  of  fat  in  120 
days. 

Some  very  creditable  records  have 
t>een  made  by  breeders.  The  private 
records  of  a  herd  in  Pennsylvania  show 
an  average  for  32  cojVs  of  9,021  lbs.  of 
milk  per  year,  and  for  62  cowa  and 
heifers  of  2,616  Ihs.  Thin  herd  has 
produced  the  champion  dairy  Shorthorn 
of  America,  Rose  of  Olenslde,  whoae 
record  for  one  raar  ia  12.076  2-4  Iba. 
of  milk,  and  236  Iha.  of  butter  fat. 

Recently  tha  Ontario  Government  Im- 
ported 12  dairy  Shonhoma  from  Eng- 
land While  these  ar*  far  from  tbe 
extreme  dairy  type,  they  have  produced 
remarkably  well  ao  far,  a«veral  glvlnjc 
over  1,000  gallons  la  the  year.  Th* 
Western  Province  of  the  Dominion — 
Alberta  In  particular — bought  a  large 
number  of  dual-purpose  Shorthorns  In 
Ontario,  almost  buying  up  som*  herd* 
outriafit.  Thus  the  merits  of  the  Shori- 
bom as  a  dual-purpose  breed  are  being 
recoirnlsed  officially. 

The  arowing  scarcity  of  good  beef 
cr*ateM  a  n«ed  v-hich  only  the  Hhort- 
horn can''flll.  The  good  old  Sborihora 
cow  baa  ahowh  that  ah*  can  flU  th* 
pail  bemd*s.  but  sh*  Is  net  th*  eow 
for  the  spectallilng  dairyman.  She  Is 
the  cow  for  th*  aenersi  farmer  who 
wishes  to  produc*  l>oth  b*er  and  dairy 
products,  and  haa  th*  r*quislt*  fodder 
and  facilitlea.  roeh  faranara  ar*  d*- 
mandlng  p«dlgre*d  aalraala  to  improv* 
their  stock  It  r«Bta  with  th*  bf^ed*rs 
to  provld*  tiM**  animala  of  true  daal- 
parpoaa  type.  aaerlAclag  aothlag  of  eon- 
atltutlon.  b«it  *Mdaav*riag  to  briag  th* 
avorag*  milk  pr*duetiod  mt  cows  ap  t* 
at  least  7.aOO  Iba.  amnaally.  aad  retain- 
ing pmt  atraight-toppad.  lar* 
ehar4^t*r  with  the  gay  earriag* 
gait  ao  «tor  ta  the  heart  of  t^wry  lavar 
*f  Mharthoraa.  Bat  th*  maa  who  waata 
milit.  and  oaly  milk,  hM  baat  leav*  th* 
ahortham  aaw  alsat.  ...

.  W*il,  It  was  qu*er  to  And  them  all 
fh  khaki  6ut  hei'e  ^n  the  llelda  of  France 
and  It  la  queerer  still  to  think  of  these 
i'oang  Midland  men  whn  had  been 
brought  UP  to  the  peaceful  arts  and 
•rafts  of  life,  forcing  their  way  up 
lonf  dllabes  AUed  with  the  ameke  and 
punch,  of  war.  attacking  de*p*ratoly  In 
th*  facfl  of  maohlne-funs;  which  vom- 
ft*d  out  spluttsriiig  stroama  of  bullets 
fimashlng  down  barbed  wire  with  the 
1l»utt-«nds  of  thsir  rifles,  while  sheila 
pcresmed  abov* 'th*m.  and  hurling  bombs 
for  hours  In  Isolated  (idslUons,  so  that 
Vor  a  fktt  chance  '.  in  this  war  the 
•trength'ef  a  titan's  right  arm.  the  in- 
dividual courage  of  Ms  heart,  his  cun- 
ning In  a  tight  corner,  were  th*  means 
Of  thrusting  back   the  enemy. 


,    These     lace-workers     of     Nottingham 
and' boot  maker*  bf  Leicester  and  pot- 
hers   from    th*   Five    Towns,    who    had 
Jeamt    shfll  'of   hand    anfl    eye    in    the 
cr*ftam»nshlp    of   peace,    handled    their 
bombs   as   though    they    had    been    born 
to  the  Jolv  and  In  the  tumult  of  that 
assault    did    ast't^odlng    things. 
.     The . I  Midland     men     went     Into   the 
:tr«nohes  on   the  night  of  October   12 — 
'Various  olBeers  and  men  had  prevloualy 
tvlalted     th*m--«nd     on     the    following 
morning  our     artillery     concentrated  a 
«tremendeua  fire   upon   the   redoubt,   fol- 
•Jowed  at  1,  p.m.   by   volumea  of  smoke 
«nd  gas.     Th*  notable  features  on  this 
'fart  of   th*  Ocrman   tin*  are,   on   the 
*rlght  a  group  of  coUlern'  houses  known 
"**  th*  Corons  de  Pekln  and  a  slag  heap

The  attack  on  the  right  was  delivered 
,hy  •  brigade  9t  Htnifordshlre  men,  who 
advaneed  In  four  llnea  towards  the  Big 
.WIUJ*  trench  which  form*  the  eouth- 
jsastsrn  sM*  of  th*  redoubt.  Th*  land- 
ing >y<^nlW  who  w*r*  Ar*t  ever  our 
ow»  pMa»«ta  nad*  a  quick  ni*h.  half- 
bllMy.  by  th*  smoke  and  the  ga**ous 
vapors  Whl«h,  ailed  th*  air.  and  were 
at  «■••  i<»e*IV*4  by  a  v«ry  d**«ly  and 
,»«r*l*t*iit  Or*  lt««*  mmmr  wfie/Un*  guns. 
It  »w*p«  thilr  ranlta.  aad  men  f*)i  on 
all  atiim.

T*ua«  eflMT*  b*haved  with  MttrM** 
••llaBiry.  and  a*  they  fell  cheered  their 
mtm  *•.

They  did  npt  vield  until  nearly  every 
man  was  wounded  and  many  were 
felllrd.  Kvm  tben  they  retreated  yard 
by  yard,  still  filngtng  grenades  alma*t 
with  the  rhythm  of  a  aower  who  acat- 
tcr*  his  seed,  each  motion  uf  the  hand 
and  arm  letting  go  on*  of  thoee  steel 
pomegranate*  wtaloh  burst  with  the 
noise  of  a  high  explosive  shell. 
'  The  survivors  fell  bach  to  th*  other 
side  of  a  barricade  made  in  the  Big 
Willie  trench  by  some  of  the  8taCord- 
shire  men  behind.  Behind  them  agaJh 
waa  another  barrier.  In  case  the  llrst 
should  be  rushed. 

It  seenMd  a*  if  they  might  be  r«*hed 
now,  for  the  Oermans  were  swarming 
up  Big  Willie  with  strong  bombtnf 
parties,  and  would  soon  blast  a  way 
through  unless  they  were  thrust  beyoad 
tha .  range  of  hand  grenades.  It  wi^t 
.LIsutenant  Hawker,  with  eome  South 
Kfaffordshlre  men.  who  went  forward 
to  meet  this  stuck,  and  with  superb 
courage  kept  the  enemy  back  until  4 
o'clock  in  th*  afternoon,  when  their 
strength  was  spsnt,  and  It  was  n*c«*- 
■ary  to  fall  back  to  the  second  barrier. 
Darkness  now  crept  over  the  battle- 
field and  niled  the  trenches,  and  In  the 
darkness  the  wounded  men  were  car- 
ried back  to  tha  rear,  while  thotWe  who 
had  escaped  worl.ed  hard  ti>  strengthen 
their  defences  by  andbaKs  and  earth- 
works. 

Barly  next  morning  an  attempt  was 
made  by  other  battalions  to  come  to 
the  relief  of  those  who  held  on  behind 
those  barriers  In  Big  Willie  trench. 
They  were  Nottingham  men— "Robia 
Hoods"  ffid  other  Sherwood  lads — and 
they  came  across  the  open  ground  In 
two  directions,  attacking  the  west  as 
Well  as  the  east  ends  of  the  <3erman 
communicating  trenches  which  form  the 
face  of  the  redoubt. 

They  were  supported  by. rifle  gcenade 
fire,  but  4h*lr  advanee  was  met  by  in- 
tense Are  from  jkrtlllery  and  machine- 
guns,  so  that  t-isy  suffered  a  terrible 
ordeal,  and  could  not  reach  their  com- 
rades in  Big  Willie  trench  In  spite  of 
a  m«*t  determined  courage. 
At  th««»*«Mihl 
But  while  one  brigade  of  the  Midland 
m«n  had  been  flghtlng  like  this  on  the 
right,  another  brigade  had  been  en- 
gaged In  similar  operations  on  the  left. 
It.  contained  Sherwood.  Leicester  and 
Lincoln  men,  who,  on  the  afternoon  of 
October  It,  went  forward  to  the  as- 
sault with  very  desperate  endeavor. 
Advanclnc  in  four  lines,  the  leading 
companies  were  successful  In  reaching 
the  HohensoUern  Redoubt,  smashed 
through  the  barbed  wire,  part  of  which 
was '  uncut,  and  reached  the  Foase 
trcricb.  which  'orm*  the  north  base  of 
th«  salient. 

Maehlne-gnn  flr*  tried  the  first  two 
lines  severely,  but  the  two  remaining 
Unei  wer4  heavily  shelled  by  German 
artillery.  It  wa*  an  hour  In  which 
the  courage  of-  these  men  was  put  to 
a  supreme  test.  They  were  exposed  on 
naked  ground  swept  by  bullets,  the 
rhUnqsphere  was  heavy  with  gas  and 
h«oke.  all  the  .  agony  of  battle  wa^ ! 
^Atxii^if  tkemt  ari4  in  front  a  hidden 
enemy  with  uhlliftlted  auppUes  of  am- 
munition and  a  better  position. 
g*ap*rat*  9tg»MM0  With  Bomb*. 
Nevertheless  the  Robin  Hooda  and 
the  men  of  Lincoln  and  the  Leicester- 
shire lads  did  not  lose  their  nerve  nor 
th*  spirit  that  has  come  to  them 
through  the  old  yeoman  stock  In  which 
their  traditions  are  rooted,  and  those 
w^o  had  not  fallen  went  forward,  past 
thelf  wounded  comrades  (and  that  was 
hai'd),  to  the  German  trenches  behind 
the  redoubt. 

At  2:1S  p.m.  some  Monmouth  men 
came  up  in  support,  and  while  their 
bombers  were  at  work  some  of  the  Lln- 
colns  pushed  up  with  a  machine-gun 
to  a  point  within  «lxty  yards  from  the 
Kosse  trench,  where  they  stayed  till 
dark,  wjien  they  were  forced,  to  fall 
back. 

Meanwhile  parties  of  bombers  were 
trying  to  force  their  way  up  the  Little 
Willie  trench  on  the  extreme  left  of  the 
redoubt,  and  It  was  here  that  some  of 
the  most  desperate  flghtlng  took  place. 
Bonis  of  the  Leloesters  mad*  a  dash  100 
yards  up  the  trench,  but  were  beaten 
back  by  overpowering  numbers  of  Ger- 
man bombers  and  bayonet  men.  and 
again  and  again  other  Midland  lads  went 
up  that  alley-way .  of  death  flinging 
their  grenades  until  they  fell  or  until 
few  comrades  were  left  to  support 
them. 

Single  men  he|d  on  throwing,  an'l 
throwing,  until  there  was  no  strength 
In  their  arms  to  hurl  another  bomb,  or 
until  death  came  to  them.  Tet  the  grim 
business  went  on  through  the  darknes^i 
ot  the  afternoon,  and  Into  the  deeper 
darknesa  of  the  night,  lit  lurliUy  at 
moments  by  the  white  illumination  of 
German  flsres  and  by  the  flash  ot 
bursting  shells. 

Isolated  machine  guns  In  uncaptured 
parts  of  the  redoubt  ittlU  beat  a  tattoo 
Ilk*  the  ruffle  of  war  drums,  and  from 
behind  the  barrtera  In  the  QIg  Willie 
trench  cam*  tfaash^rp  crack  or  ICngllsii 
rifles,  and  dull  explosions  of  other 
bomb*  flung  by  other  Englishmen  very 
hard  pressed  that  night. 

In  the  outer  trenches  at  ths  nose  of 
the  salient  fresh  companies  of  Sherwood 
lads  were  feeling  their  way  along,  mixed 
u|^  confusedly  with  comrades  from  other 
companies,  wounded  or  apeni  with 
righting,  but  determined  to  hold  the 
ground  they  bad  won. 

Some  of  the  Robin  Hoods  up  Little 
Willi*  trench  were  tMldlng  out  d**p«r- 
al*ly  and  almost  at  the  last  gasp. 
when  they  were  rell*v*d  by  some  oth*r 
Hfaerwoods,  and  It  wa*  here  that  Lieut, 
(now  Capt.)  Vlckers  waa  found  in  the 
wi[|y  that  won  him  hia  V.  C. 


Charles  Geoffrey  Vlckers  Is  a  Robin 
Hood  in  heart  as  well  aa  In  name,  as 
far  as  the  gallantry  and  chivalry  of 
that  lingllsh  outlaw  is  hnown  to  us  in 
old  ballads.  It  Is  a  pity  that  he  had 
ti>  fight  with  bomba.  Instead  of  with  the 
good  old  bow,  wbleh  was  a  cleaner  way. 
but  that  Was  not  hi*  fault,  and  h*  made 
the  best  of  hi*  bomb*,  and  the  valor  of 
tbis  young  man  makes  one  forget  the 
rrlghtfulneas  of  his  explosives,  which

.\11  through  October  X*  the  Midland 
men  held  on  to  their  ground,  and  aome 
of  thf-  BherwooUa  made  a  new  and  auc- 
cesaful  attack,  clearing  the  enemy  out 
of  the  e*at  portion  of  the  redoubt.

80  It  eeema,  yet  when  a  brigade  of 
Uuarda  came  up  on  the  night  of  October 
16-16,  the  enemy  attacked  along  the 
whole  lino  of  the  redoubta,  and  the  Mid- 
land men.  who  were  Just  about  to  leave 
the  trenchea.  found  themwelvea  engaged 
In  a  new  action.  They  had  to  Bght 
again  before  they  could  go,  and  thay 
fought  like  freah  ften.  and  bomt>ed  the 
enemy  back  to  their  holea  In  the 
ground. 

It  wai#  not  a  great  victory.  It  did 
not  gain  much  new  ground.  It  left  a 
poaltlon  which  la  atlll  moat  elaborately 
•unhealthy,"  with  the  enemy  on  the 
other  aide  of  our  barricades.  In  Big 
Winie.  and  Little  WIIHe.  ao  ctoM  that 
one  may  hear  them  cough  and  awear 
In  guttural  whlapera.  But  for  sheer 
Individual  gallantry  It  la  hard  to  beat 
the  fighting  of  thaae  MMIand  men  In 
their  aaaault  upon  the  Hohcnaollcm. 
where  they  left  so  mocb  good  blood.

The  following  are  extracta  from  an 
article  written  by  Captain  C.  E.  W. 
Bean,  the  official  preaa  repreaentatlve 
with  the  Imperial  Forcea  In  the  Dar- 
tlanellea.  and  laaued  by  the  High  Com- 
missioner for  Auatralla: 

There  can  be,  no  harm  In  the  telling 
— Auatralla  wants  to  know  her  heroea. 
And  thla,  perhaps,  la  hla  chief  reward. 
Ho  waa  a  youngster  of  19,  and  had 
only  Juat  come  to  Ansae  with  the  lateat 
rolnforcementa  from, Australia.  It  waa 
scarcely  more  than  a  few  days  later 
that  hla  chance  arrived — the  chance  he 
was  waiting  '<)'*•  There  waa  to  be  a 
scouting  party  sent  out  after  dark  on 
very  dangerous  work.  Oppofelte  the 
lines  then  held  by  the  First  Australian 
Battalion  waa  a  trench,  about  Acventy 
yarda  diatant.  In  one  corner  of  It.  aa 
la  the  Turklah  practice,  had  been  built 
a  machine-gun  position.  Three  times 
we  had  made  raids  upon  that  machine- 
gun — the  last  time  in  some  force— but 
It  waa  doubtful  whether  any  of  thaa« 
raids  had  succeeded.  Kor  the  purpose 
of  aome  bualneaa  that  waa  then  pending 
the  powers  that  be  exceedingly  wanted 
to  know  whether  that  machine-gun  had 
been  knocked  out  in  the  last  night'a 
raid,  or  whether  it  was  still  there,  and 
If  It  was,  then  how  many  men  was  In 
that   treneh  also. 

There  was  placed  in  ciiarge  of  the 
business  of  discovering  this  a  most  ex- 
perienced scout — a  man  who  had  Itemed 
hie  bualneaa  in  South  Africa,  In  Mex- 
ico. In  every  corner  of  the  world  that 
may  uaually  be  expeeted  to  be  a  tight 
corner.  He  decided  to  limit  hla  party 
to  two  Ipeslde  himaelf.  Then  he  thought 
of  two  yoOTigatera— two  New  Hoath 
South  Walcai  bora — two  of  the  youagoat 
tn  the  battalion.  He  Iumw  ther  ware 
keen,  and  they  Jumpod  at  iho  chance. 
On*  was  named  ..torrla.  the  other  waa 
named  Blart.

tMra  welgbad   uaon   Ma   mind   tha  fact 


that  at  a  time  when  ha  ought  to  be 
doing  something  (or  hla  country  he 
had  In  a  manner  failed  her.  He  would 
have  gone  twck  to  the  naval  authorltlaa 
but  he  waa  afraid  of  how  naval  dla- 
clpllne  might  look  upon  his  offence.  So 
he  went  off  and  enlisted  In  the  lat  Bat- 
talion. He  changed  his  name  to  Blart, 
I  suppose,  becauae  It  waa  easy  tp  make 
that  change  In  the  mark  upon  hla  linen. 
From  that  day  on  the  object  which  he 
lived  for  waa  to  write  and  tell  his  sis- 
ter that  he  bad  done  aomethlng  for  hla 
country  which  would  put  blm  at  ease 
with  himaelf. 

At  "half-paat  ten  at  .night  they  crept 
out  of  thoir  own  trench — not  showing 
anywhere  againat  the  skyline.  To  their 
left  front  within  a  few  yards  waa  a 
small  sniping  trend  of  the  enemy'a. 
The  Turkish  commander  uaad  always 
to  make  his  men  flU  thia  trench  at 
night,  though  It  waa  In  a  perlloua  posi- 
tion.' The  wretched  men  could  not  re- 
fUHoe  to  to  into  the  trench,  but  once 
they  got  there  they  used  to  alt  tn  the 
bottom  of  It  with  their  heads  wall  be- 
low the  aurface  of  the  ground,  aulte 
uaeleaa  for  aeeing  anything  that  went 
on  around  them  unless  aome  noise 
caused  them  to  put  up  their  heads  and 
look.  It  ao  happened  that  thU  night 
the  Turks  In  the  trench  were  aware  of 
another  patrol  of  ours  which  waa  work- 
ing out  in  IVont  of  the  next  treneh  to 
the  north.  The  small  scouting  party 
of  three  crawls^  out  of  their  trench  al- 
most In  front  of  the  Turkish  trench, 
but  the  Turks  were  engrossed  In  blaa- 
ing  at  the  aounda  of  the  patrol  and 
did  not  have  the  least  suspicion  that 
another  party  had  emerged  and  waa 
crawling  on  Its  elbows  within  a  few 
yards  of  the  left  and  of  their  parapat. 

TJiey  crept  past  the  outpost  trenoh 
and  straight  for  the  corner  of  the  main 
trench,  whera  the  machine-gun  had  pre- 
viously been-  The  scout  knew  Just 
where  it  was,  for  he  bad  spent  hla  time 
during  tha  previous  aortiea  watehlng 
for  the  flash  of  It.  At  a  oartala  palat. 
right  behind  tha  outpoat  trench,  he  left 
hla  two  boys  lying  In  the  graas  and 
went  on  a  few  yarda  alone.  He  crawled 
right  to  the  loopholes,  where  the  noa- 
chlne-gwn  had  been,  and  threw  two 
twrnba  Into  the  mouth  of  tharo.  No 
OMchlne-gun  answered  him  at  all.  Only 
throe  rifles  apoka— twa  flashed  at  the 
?orn«r  of  the  trench  and  one  In  froat 
af  It 

That  seemed  to  show  that  whatevar 
there  had  been  tha  night  before,  tkera 
waa  na  laaehine-gun  there  a^w.  Tha 
■coat  than  crawled  round  to  tha  fraat 
of  the  treoch.  rIgM  out  In  v1«w  of  the 
enemy's  rtfleo.  and  thraw  two  or  thraa 
<n«re  bomba  along  tha  f«eo  af  It.  fltlU 
there  came  hack  only  tboaa  aaoM  thraa 
or  four  nna  eartna  from  tHa  flaak  af 
tiM  troaok.  That  waa  avtiiBa  aa  ca»- 
elaalve  aa  aaald  bo  atnahigi  tkU'tm 
aooM  raaaan  this  night  tka  nurmiii  gmn 
was  prahably  not  in  the  treaeh  and  tjM 
Uooch  Itaeir  waa  llgbUy  held. 

The  bomba  being  Anlab<Hl.  aad  tho 
expedition  thoroaghly  aoetioMfut,'*  tho 
chief  scout  stoarod  It  far  hotna  la 
ordar  ta  make  sure  la  the  dark,  he  told 
tha  boys  to  crawl  ahead  of  him  while 
he  tuvBad  4th«r  tha  ngtot  to«  M'  the 


left  of  tha  lad  ahead  of  hlhi.  and  ao 
steered  them  quietly  through  the  grasa 
In  whatever  direction  he  wanted.  "I'm 
aatlafled.  Harry,"  said  one  of  the  boys 
In  a  whisper,  "I'll  come  again  with  you 
any  time  you  want."*  They  were  Juat 
getting  to  the  place  where  they  wauld 
be  noar  enough  to  give  their  private 
praarrangod  algn  to  their  own  trenchea 
without  being  noticed  by  tha  Turks. 
Suddenly  one  of  them  caught  In  aome- 
thlng. A  ploee  of  looae  wire  twanged. 
There  was  a  flash  ahead  tn  the  night — 
one  flaah-.-befora  the  aign  could  be 
given.  Both  boya  rolled  over — on«  shot 
through  the  face,  the  other  through  the 
head,  by  the  same  bullet.  Elart  had 
achieved  hla  honor— and  Auatralla'a.

SNIPERS  OUTWITTED 

Oaaaaiaa  ISeUoda  of  Taking  rtlaoaeta 
la  the  Sarly  Moraiag 

The  following  incident  is  related  In 
an  account  of  a  seml-ufflclal  visit  paid 
to  the  Canadian  lines  on  the  Western 
front: 

"1  heard  of  a  feat  in  the-  outwitting 
of  snlprrs  by  Captain  Tidy,  of  Toronto. 
It  appears  that  one  morning  u  man 
reported  to  tho  captain  that  he  saw 
something  dark  in  tlie  grsMs.  A  ser- 
geant was  told  off  to  Join  In  the  ob- 
serving, lie  came  back  and  reported 
that  unquestionably  there  was  a  Uer- 
man  enlper  in  the  grass.  The  private' 
was  despatched  for  another  trusted 
man,  a  sergeant,  and  a  crack  shot.  Tho 
captain  laid  down  his  line  of  cam- 
paign. The  party  followed  him  along 
the  trench  and  then  along  a  communi- 
cation trench  leading  to  the  listening 
post.  Then,  quietly  separating  the 
graaa  at  the  roots  sO  as  to  keep  It  from 
waving,  they  crawled  along,  deployed 
to  right  and  left,  and  then  went  for- 
ward four  abreast.  There  was  not  a 
movement  In  the  grass:  not  the  slight- 
est Indication  to  warn  the  enemy. 

"Discovery  would  have  meant  instant 
death  for  the  entire  party.  Creeping 
along  with  the  utmost  caution,  the  four 
advanced  a  considerable  t'lstance  from 
their  line.'  Then,  like  snakes  turning 
In  their,  course,  they  swung  round  to 
the  left.     On  they  went  again. 

"Cautiously,  like  Indian  scouts,  they 
move  alona  Inch  by  Inch.  Suddenly  out 
right  In  front  and  close  to  him  Cap- 
tain Tidy  sieea  1.  Oerman.  With  one 
wild  impulse  he  Jumps  to  his  feet. 
'Hold  up  your  hands,  surrender,  or  I'll 
blow  your  brains  out!'  be  yells,  and  he 
covers  the  man  with  his  pistol.  The 
Uarman  surrenders.  What!  another 
Oerman?  Sure  as  you  live  a  second 
Oerman  does  the  same  thing,  and  out 
of  the  comer  of  bin  eye  Captain  Tldj- 
sees  a  third.  This  one  Is  a  real  Hun. 
Thinking  the  naptaln  Is  alone,  quick  as 
a  flaah  be  fires  at  him  point-blank.  The 
captain  la  untouched.  Bnt  before  Mr. 
ilun  can  pull  the  breech-bolt  back  the

Britain  Has  Made  Country 
Strong  and  Independent. 


aaslatanca  of  Italy,  hava  helpad  to  save 
the  Oraaka  tvam  the  results  which 
would  have  tawag  fro«a  aay  oalatajie 
whteh  thair  ruler  «lght  hart  aamatfttad 
In  iha  lata  ertata.  The  Orecha  ara  aall- 
ors;  tbelr  Klag  Is  a  soldier,  breught 
up  In  tha  Pnwatoa  aeheaL  UUm  — ay 
•thar  poepte,  he  U  Caaclaatad  by  aal- 
dlara,  aag  daaa  nat  realise  that  In  a

Greece.  In  fact,  owes  everything  to 
ac«  power.  It  aavad  her  nearly  ninety 
years  ago  from  Turkish  tyranny,  and  It 
baa  siBM  mada  her  what  she  la  today. 
Though  the  country  is  net  an  lalaad. 
It  lives.  In  the  main,  by  the  ata.  U 
Is  agrleoltwral.  and  produces  vaat  Quan- 
tities of  currants,  olives,  flgs,  grapea 
(for  wine),  and  tobacco.  Moat  of  these 
products  ara  luxurlea,  and  conaequently. 
though  Oreece  Is  an  agricultural  coun- 
try, and  grows  a  goad  deal  af  grata, 
she  Is  largely  dependent  on  imported 
com,  thaugh  the  poaseaalan  of  Theasaly 
will  render  bar  Icsa  depcndapt  than  aha 
haa  been.  Aa  in  the  case  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  the  apparent  balance  of  trade 
it  always  agalnat  Greece:  her  Importa 
are  In  excess, of  her  exports,  and  the 
balance  la  adjusted  by  the  earnings  of 
her  mereantlla  marine:  next  to  agri- 
culture, ahipplng  ia  her  mast  valuable 
Industry. 

The  Greeks  are  the  Carter  Pateraona 
by  aaa  tn  the  Eaatem  Mediterranean. 
They  rule  an  tmmcnaa  numbar  e(  Is- 
lands, which  can  trade  only  by  sea. 
and  tbey  are  the  oar'rlara  of  produce 
for  bther  nations:  there  la.  moreover, 
no  aea  In  which  Grecian  merchant 
ahlpa  are  net  seen.  Since  the  war 
opened  Grecian  shipowners  have  been 
reaping  a  rich  harvcat  from  the  high 
freights  which  have  ruled,  for  ship 
lalKtr  Is  cheap  la  Oreece.  Adhesion  ^o 
the  eauae  of  Germany  would  have  re- 
sulted in  a  stoppage  of  all  oversea  com- 
munications. Any  interference  wi^h 
Greek  shipping  would  prove  a  serious 
blow  to  the  economic  life  of  King  Con- 
Btantlne's  subjects.  This  would  have 
been  all  the  more  embarrassing  to  the 
Greeks  because  this  country  Is  one  of 
the  Allies;  the  Greeks  do  t>etween  a 
half  and  a  third  of  their  trade  witif  the 
AJwited  Kingdom. 
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By  Archibald  Hurd) 

The  aea  power  of  Britain.  Franca 
and  Russia  rescued  Ureece  from  tha 
cruel  oppression  of  the  Turks,  and 
gave  her  Independence;  her  appreciation 
of  sea  power,  as  represented  by  the 
men-of-war  of  the  same  countriis,  sup- 
ported by  Italy,  haa  now  prevented  her 
from  sacrincing  the  hardly-won  tri- 
umphs which  flowed  from  our  Navy's 
success. 

Had  there  been  no  battle  of  Navar- 
ino in  July.  1927,  when  the  Allied  squa- 
dron was  commanded  by  Vice-Admlral 
Sir  Edward  Codrington.  one  of  Nelaon's 
captains  at  Trafalgar,  there  might 
quite  probably  be  no  King  on  the 
throne  of  Greece  today,  for  It  was  that 
action  which  gave  the  country  its  free- 
dom.    Jn  a  sense,  it  was  an  accident. 

The  Greeks  ^ad  for  years  suffered 
much  aa  the  Macedonians  have  been 
suffering:  the 'Turks  had  passed  through 
t)ie  land,  outraging,  robbing,  and  mdi^ 
(j'cring  the  population.  At  last.  In  18SI. 
there  was  a  revolt;  little  Greece  rose 
against  mighty  Turkey — a  case  of  David 
and  Goliath.  The  Sultan  colleoted  Yrom 
Kgypt — then  part  of  his  vast  Empire-— 
and  all  the  ports  of  Turkey,  a  great 
naval  force,  and  the  work  of  repress- 
ing the  rebellion  was  taken  In  hand 
with  what  Count  Reventlow  would  de- 
scribe. In  terms  of  admiration,  aa 
"ruthlee^nesB."  for  there  Is  a  close  af- 
finity between  the  Turkish  and  German 
methods.  Greece — courageous  In  de- 
ilpalr^was  being  bled  to  death  when 
yrltaln.  France  and  Russia  Intervened, 
and  each  despatched  a  squadron  to  Gre- 
cian waters  to  "ntand  by."  .The  Turk- 
ish commander,  Ibrahim  Pasha,  was  at 
flrst  impressed  by  tNe  demonstration, 
and  then  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
It  did  not  amount  to  much,  and  re- 
sumed hl«  murd-'-s. 

The  Battle  of  ITaTactae. 

The  massacre  wns  continuing  In  all 
Its  Turkish  ,  ferocity  when  the  Allied 
Admirals  determined  to  see  If  some- 
thing could  nut  be  dune  In  a  mild  way 
to  save  the  oppressed  country.  The 
British.  French  and  IXusslan  ships  pro- 
ceeded to  XavarL.o.  where  the  Turklsh- 
KKyptlan  fleet  wan  assembled.  Pour- 
parlers were  to  be  conducted  on  the 
spot,  for  there  waa  no  Intention  to  fight 
So  impressive  n.i  assembly  of  man-of- 
war  as  Ibrahim  Pasha  had  under  his 
orders — at  least  not  nt  one«^  though 
C<Hlringlon  had  made  the  necessary  pra- 
parations  If  counsel  of  humanity  and 
reason  failed. 

The  Turks  had  moored  their  vesMels 
round  the  bay.  so  as  'o  command  the 
whole  anchorage.  Out  of  this  arose  an 
Incident  which  precipitated  the  battle. 
One  of  the  British  ships,  the  Dart- 
mouth, sent  a  boat  to  a  Turkish  Are- 
ohip  requesting  in  the  politest  way  that 
it  should  shift  its  position.  The  olDcer 
of  the  latter  vessel  was  nervous  and 
auspicious,  ao  he  opened  flra  and  killed 
the  officer  in  command  of  the  small 
British  craft  and  some  of  the  crew. 
The  Dartmou;h  then  Intervened,  a 
f'rencb  ship  Jolt.e<l  In,  aoJ  one  after 
another  the  vessels  In  the  great  harbor 
became  engaged,  and  a  general  action 
occurred. 

For  thr«e  hours  or  so  the  battle  raged 
fiercely,  and  when  It  ended  the  Turklsb- 
l^gyptlan  fl^et  bad  been  practically  an- 
nihilated. Codrington  In  hla  despatch 
summed  up  the  restilt:  "Out  of  a  fleet 
composed  of  eighty-one  men-of-war. 
only  one  frigate  and  fifteen  amaller  ves- 
sels are  now  In  a  state  ever  to  again 
put  to  sea."  No  estimate  Was  possible 
of  the  Turks'  loss  of  life,  but  It  waa 
vety  heavy;  our  casualties  were  not  In- 
conslrteraMe.  amounting  to  •50.  The 
Itrltlsh  people  generally,  whose  svm- 
pathl«s  bad  been  moved  by  the  suffer- 
ings of  the  Greeks,  were  delighted,  and 
the  K»uke  of  Clarence,  the  tx>rg  High 
Admiral,  reflecting  public  opinion,  daalt 
out  rewards  and  decorationa  with  a  lib- 
eral hand:  it  is  nmW.  that  "more  orders 
were  given  for  the  battle  af  Navsrtao 
than  for  any  other  naval  victory  on  re- 
cord." The  Xavy'p  nnd  the  nation's 
heart  was  In  the  right  place. 


^hus  was  the  power  of  Turkey  at  aea 
brahen.  never  to  b«  revived,  aa  eventa 
have  Shawn.  Ibrahim  raaiiied  that  he 
atHild  aot  continue  his  terrible  eam- 
patga  a  tier  aa«h  a  defeat,  and  with- 
drew from  flreere.  Tha  galtaa  at  laat 
agreed  that  Oraeoo  ahoald  be  an  laga- 
pen4ent  kingdom  onder  the  pretaetlon 
of  Britain,  TVance  an-i  Ruaala.  which, 
at  no  mean  roet  ef  llfs  and  treaaare. 
bad  rhamirtaned  the  eaus*  of  thta  IHtl* 
iiarvoa:  anO  Bfl''r  a  *T>r>ft  pTiod  as  a 
llepublte    Greeee    tteraiae    a    Moaanlkjr.

The  Germans  put  great  faith  in  sea 
power  In  the.  daya  when  they  believed 
that  "Mabanlam"  was  stronger  than 
"Moltheism."  They  are  trying  to  con- 
vert themselves  and  others  to  the  new 
faith,  to  which  they  are  Impelled  by 
the  failure  of  their  navy.  But  the 
Greeks  cannot  have  forgotten  all  that 
they  owe  to  sea  power:  they  can  hardly 
have  forgotten  the  sequel  to  the  battle 
of  Navarlno-^thelr  growth  In  peace, 
prosperity  and  happinass  from  the  day 
when  Britain.  France  and  Ruasia.  at 
no  slight  cost  In  life  and  money,  freed 
them  from  a  yoke  which  eventa  have 
shown  was  not  more  cruel  and  inhu- 
man than  that  of  Germany. 

No  one  In  the  United  Kingdom  would 
care  to  anticipate  any  weakening  of  our 
pleasant  relatione  with  the  Greek  peo- 
ple Thia  country  has  tried  to  make 
Greece  strong,  as  we  succeeded  In  mak- 
ing her  Independent — even  lending  her 
a  naval  mission  headed  by  Rear-Ad- 
mlral  Mark  Kerr,  In  order  that  she 
might  put  her  small  fleet  in  good  or- 
der. To  Englishmen  who  cherish  the 
njepipry  of  Byron,  Cochrane,  and  other 
fFlends  of  Greek  Independence,  any  sev- 
erance of  friendly  tic*  would  have 
seemed  little  less  than  a  crime  agalnat 
the  men  of  our  race— sailors  In  particu- 
lar— ^^who  gave  their  all  thar  Greece 
might  be  free.

In  consequence  of  the  convincing 
proofs  recently  submitted  to  It  that 
fabric  glovea  manufactured  In  Germany, 
but  shipped  as  Putch  and  Swiss  pro- 
ductions, ara  still  coming  Into  Great 
Britain,  the  Beard  of  Trade  of  that 
country  has  apt>arontly  decided  to  take 
action  In  the  ntatter,  and  to  hold  up 
all  supplies  of  gloves  coming  from  the 
countries  mentioned,  pending  full  In- 
quiry Into  the  actual  place  of  manufac- 
ture. Before  the  war  Germany  and 
Austria  exported  to  this  country  gloves 
and  glova,  leather  to  the  extent  of  over 
£l,76O,0O0'per  annum,  while  the  Importa 
from  flwltserland  were  put  at  lltO  only. 
The  "gwiss"  gloves  sene  here  during 
the  flrnt  nine  months  of  this  year 
amounted  In  value  to  quite  £i',000,  from 
which  only  one  conclusion  can  be 
formed.  Some  of  the  wholeaale  drapery 
warehouses  arc  said  to  have  been  Im- 
porting these  so-called  Swiss  and  Dutch 
gloves,  although  the  buyers  must  have 
been  perfectly  welt  aware  that  they 
were  of  German   manufacture.

The  flrat  point  to  be  noticed,  then, 
in  the  spirit  of  Nelson,  waa  his  deep 
aense  of  the  n«ed  of  comradeship.  The 
next  Is  the  flery  .Intensity  with  which 
he  pursued  the  objects  of  war.  He 
knew  men  who  had  sailed  with  Anson 
and  Boscawen,  and  fought  with  Hawke 
and  Rodney.  Hawke  waa  nearest  to 
him  In  the  klndre<l  of  «oul.  How  NeN 
son  worked  In  war  may  be  Illustrated 
by  a  series  of  quotations  taken  chiefly 
from  his  letters  at  various  dates. 

"Tha  aarvlce  of  my  King  and  country 
la  the  object  nearest  my  heart."  "Had 
we  taken  ten  sail  and  allowed  the 
eleventh  to  eacape,  I  could  never  have 
called  it  well  done."  "My  mind  Je  as 
Arm  aa  a  rock,  and  my  plans  for  every 
event  fixed  In  my  mind."  "If  the  Devil 
stand  at  the  door  we  shall  sail  tomor- 
row fora6oon."  "I  am  In  a  fever.  Ood 
sand  I  may  and  them."  "Night  or  day, 
it'ia  my  determination  not  to  lose  one 
momant  In  atueklng  ihem."  "Tou  may 
ba  aaaured  I  will  light  them  the  moment 
I  «an  reach,  be  they  at  anchor  or  under 
sail."  "We  won't  frart  without  a  bat- 
tle." "No  captain  can  do  very  wr^^ng 
if  be  place  his  ship  alongside  that  of 
our  enemy."  *^

tolerance  tliit  Nelson  could  feel  with 
sUofvaaa  ♦hen  there  was  any  great 
objeot  ta  ba  attained.  But  It  has  been 
aald  bC4ilR|^Jhat  he  was  a  combination 
of  Are  aM  |ce.  He  accepted  trcmen- 
daus  ilbpuaalbiUtlfs.  He  was  wary. 
oautloua  ^  farsealng.  and  excitement 
never  oarried  Mm  away.  "Desperate 
alteira  raqutra  dasparate  remedies."  he 
•aid,  but  again.  "Do  not  imagine  that  I 
am  on*  of  those  hot-bramed  people  who 
>aht  at  aa  tminens*  disadvantage  with- 
out an  a4aauaU  object."  If  he  were 
alive  now  ha  would  lainction  no  raah 
prooadura.  "Following  tbe  coonael 
Slvan  to  Laartaa,  ha  would  not  giva 
*^»y  nnpcaporttaa'd  thangbl  hla  aot."

"When  T  am  called  upon  to  speak  of 
the  merits  of  the  captains  of  his  Ma- 
jesty's ships,  and  of  the  offlcera  and 
men,  whether  seamen,  marines  or  sol- 
diers, I  had  that  day  the  happiness  to 
command,  I  say  that  never  was  the 
glory  of  this  country  vpheld  with  more 
determined  bravery,  and  more  impor- 
tant service  was  never  rendered  to  our 
King  and  country.  It  Is  my  duty  to 
prove  to  the  brave  fellows,  my  com- 
panions In  dangers,  that  I  have  not 
failed  at  every  proper  place  to  repre- 
sent, as  well  as  I  am  able,  their  brav- 
ery and  meritorious  service." 

Thus  two  Admirals  speak,  as  If  with 
one  voice.  In  praise  of  their  gallant 
conM>adee. 

It  would  be  t^RBlble  to  amplify  from 
Nelson's  letters  and  {llspatchcs  his  ex- 
pression on  those  aspects  of  the  charac- 
ter which  are  brought  out  In  the  above 
extracts.  Strength  of  conviction,  sense 
of  duty,  courage,  fearlessness  of  re- 
sponRiblllty,  strategic  and  tactical  In- 
sight and  many  other  professional  char- 
acteristics in  him.  They  are  found 
undoubtedly  In  tbe  Fleet  of  our  own 
time  also,  and  the  example  of  Nelaon 
Is  the  example  vf  Its  officers.  We  may 
conclude  with  what  the  great  seaman 
said  prior  to  the  violent  aetsure  of  tbe 
Spanish  treaaure  ships,  which  preelpK 
tated  the  alliance  between  Prance  and 
Spain: 

"I  hope  war  with  Spain  may  be  avoid- 
ed. •  I  want-  not  riches  (prise  money) 
at  auch  a  dreadful  price.  Peace  far  our 
country  Is  all  I  aish  to  flght  /for— I 
mean,  of  course,  an  honorable  peace, 
without  which  it  cannot  he  a  aaeure 
ono." 

Her*  again  we  And  in  the  worda  of 
Nelson  the  expression  of  our  aspirations 
at  this  present  time. — London  Dally 
Chronicle.
